ANTI-LANDIS MOVE FAILS|§ 


Amendments Which VYould Have 
Prevented Judge Acting as Base- 
ball Afbitrator Is Defeated.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The House 
refused this afternoon to pass an amend- | 
ment preventing Judge Kenesaw Moun- | 
tain Landis from continuing as baseball ; 
arbitrator in addition to his judicial | 
tasks, but this did not stop criticism of | 
the Judge, including a statement by/| 
Representative Bourke Cockran of New 
York that the House should impeach 
him. 

™=so attempts were made to place a 
bar against Judge Landis’s participation 
in the field of baseball management. 
Representative Moore of Virginia tried 
to force to a conclusion the amendment 
he offered yesterday. The House talked 
a while, after Representative Larsen of 
Georgia, another Democrat, had offered 
another amendment almost similar in 
character, to the bill adding twenty-two 
Federal Judges to those already in of- 
fice. By a vote of 59 to 51, the House 
rejected the anti-Landis amendments as 
being out of order, and finally passed 
the bill by 197 to 90. 

Representative Mann of Chicago, a 
consistent defender of Judge Landis, 
said in a brief speech: 

‘“‘It has been popular to attack Judge 
Landis. He is one of the hardest-work- 
ing Judges in this country. I know of 
no other Judge who does more business 
in his court than he does. He has been 
attacked because he became the head of 
organized baseball. There is perhaps 
proper criticism to be leveled at that.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—The possibilities

He says: 

“Every principle of mechanical con- 
nection between Great Britain and 
Ireland disappears; nothing but moral 
consent and a sense of general interest 
are left to hold them together. 

“It is the most generous and the bold- 
jest moral risk of its kind that ever has 

een taken fn the whole history of poll- 
tics. Ireland at our doors becomes a Do- 


minion equal in status to Canada on the 
other side of the Atlantic, or to Aus- 
tralia on the other side of the globe. 
Naval safeguards are the only reserva- 
tions and are limited to the minimum. 

‘*Treland will have her own representa- 
tive on the League of Nations like Can- 
ada, she can send her own Minister to 
Washington. There is nothing to pre- 
vent her from sending, sooner or later, 
her own Ministers to the Vatican, Paris 
and elsewhere. 

‘If Ireland accepts 
which is offered her, she can affect pro- 
foundly the working of the whole Brit- 


ish Empire and even influence the course | 
and procedure of world policy at the}

We see no sign that average opinion 
even in Irelatrd yet realizes the immense 
scope of the terms that the Sinn Fein 
delegates have won. At London, New 
York, the Vatican and Geneva the Irish 
Free State will have incomparably more 
consideration and influence, more real 
dignity and power as a vital unfettered 
member of the British Commonwealth

Speaking on ‘‘ The Irish Question 
From an American Viewpoint,’’ the Rev.

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RAIL UNION CHIEFS 
“TO RIGHT WAGE CUT 


Hints of Another Strike Vote if 
Latest Reductions Are Put 
Into Effect. 


TO DEMAND AN INCREASE 


Railroads Losing Production, One 
Leader Says, Due to Workers, 


“Targets of Wage Cuts.” 


That the final ‘“‘ showdown”’ fight be- 
tween the railroad managers and organ- 
ized labor will result from the announce- 


ment of the carriers that they purpose | 


to demand a new wage cut of from 10 
to 20 per cent. was the opinion expressed 
here yesterday by leaders of the rail- 
road shop crafts and train service 
unions. They also said that another 
strike vote might be taken if further 
Wage cuts were put into effect. 

“This means a finish fight,’’ said Wil- 
liam Johnston, President of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists. 
** Wage reductions will be contested in 
behalf of our organizations, as well as 
all other crafts. In fact, we are going 
to demand a 5-cents an hour increase 
in wages and believe we can justify 
such an advance.’’ 


President Johnston said that there were | 


normally employed « he ds 
about 130,000 members i i 
tion, which, he said, was preparing 
‘**any emergency that may arise’”’ 
establishing a commissary fund. 


} He characterized the action of the rail- | 


roads in agitating further wage reduc- 
‘tions as an ‘‘ insane policy 
‘* breaking down the spirit and morale 
‘of the workers’’ and resulting in an 
economic loss of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the carriers. 

“The action of the railroads in taking 
‘away from the men a living wage,’’ he 
jadded, ‘‘is having its effect upon the 
mental attitude of the workers. As a 
jresult the employes are retaliating, and 
this is consequently resulting in a loss of 
‘production to the railroads. They cannot 
get service from men who are continu- 
‘ously being persecuted and made the 
targets of wage cuts. 

‘When we propose wage increases at 
this time we feel that we are only doing 
what is just and will attempt to show 
that we are right. The Railway Em- 
ployes’ Department of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has gathered a great 
mass of data which will be presented to 
the United States Railroad Labor Board 
in justification for the wage demand, 
and I believe that it will establish, un- 
der the rules laid down by Congress, the 
workers’ right to increased compensa- 
tion.”’ ; 

President Johnston said that a joint 
|conference .of the heads of the various 
,unions would be called in Chicago with- 
jin a few days to prepare a policy in re- 
gard to meeting the railroad managers. 
| Jerome De Hunt, Chairman of the New 
| York Harbor District Council of the 
Brotherhood of Railway and Steamship 
iClerks, Freight Handlers, Express and 
‘Station Employes, with a membership 
jof 120,000 in this district, said that the 
workers ‘‘ will not stand for 
Wage cuts.”’ 

“The rank and file is going to settle 
the issue this time,’’ he said. 
the last strike was called off it was 
‘with the understanding that no further 
cuts would be made immediately. This 
time three or four union executives are 
not going to have the sayso of whether 
we shall back down or not. The local 
unions and their leaders are going to 
take the matter in hand.’’ 

Referring to the action of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad in getting out an in- 
junction against the Railroad Labor | 
Board to restrain it from handing down 
lan ‘‘unfavorable decision,’’ Mr. De 
Hunt said. 
| ‘* This gives the railroad organizations | 
the same privilege and why should they 
| t avail themselves of the use of the 
injunction to prevent wage cuts or any 
otHer unfavorable action by Rail- 
road Labor Board? ”’ 

In proposing wage decreases at this 
time the railroads are ‘‘ running true to 
form,’”’ said Anthony Spair, Chairman | 
of the New York District Council, United | 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way and | 
Railway Shop Laborers. 

Mr. Spair said that 
with the railroad managers would prob- 
ably be ‘‘ mere alities,’’ as the 
workers would retaliate by presenting 
demands for a wage increase. Without 
further negotiations, he said, the matter 
would undoubtedly be presented to the} 
Railroad Labor Board in a joint report. 

Representatives of about thirty thou- 
gand maintenance of way workers and | 
other shop craftsmen will meet this aft- 
ernoon in Horton's Hall, East 125th 
Street, to consider action of the wage 
reduction proposals and the contract 
system put into effect by several rail- | 
roads. He added that he had received 
reports from Port Jervis to the effect 
'that nearly fifteen hundred maintenance | 
men had suffered wage reductions, due | 
to the action of the Erie Railroad in 
letting out such work to the Owen Con- 
‘ttracting Company. 

Charles Sweeney, one of the local lead- 
‘ers of the 3rotherhood of Railroad 
‘Trainmen, said_that the train service 
men would not “ peacefully submit to 
further wage reductions.’’ He said that 
a policy to meet them was now being 
framed by the international executives 
of the unions. Metropolitan Lodge 598 
of the Trainmen, he added,:- would meet 
today to consider the wage reduction 
proposal.

FAVORITISM CHARGED 


First Man to Apply for Plates Gets 
No. 7,226 Instead of 7,000, 
and Asks Why. 


Distribution of the 1922 registration 
number plates for motor cars began yes- | 
terday at the New York Automobile Bu- 
reau, Broadway and Sixty-fifth Street. | 
Before obtaining new plates every owner 
must make out the 1922 application 


blank, which must be obtained either In 
person or by mail, as they are not being 
sent out this season by the State Tax 
peer now in charge of automo- 
| 


bile licensing. 

Several hundred persons obtained new 
numbers yesterday, but they must not be 
placed on cars until Jan. 1. The de- 
cision by the Tax Commission that fa- 
voritism in assigning low numbers would 
be eliminated this year, and that every 
county would have a certain series of 
motor car registry numbers, caused sev- 
eral owners who have hitherto enjoyed 
low license numbers to appear in line 
| before 8 o'clock. The numbers assigned 
to New York City for 1922 are 7,000 to 
49,999, inclusive, and 500,501 to 790,500, 
inclusive. 

It had been announced that numbers 
would be given out in order of appli- 
cation. The first man in line was H. H. 
Good, a member of the Automobile Club 
of America. He was there before 8 
o'clock, and waited for more than an 
hour before the doors were opened. By 
that time, he said, there seemed to be 
more policemen assigned to keep order 
in anticipation of a rush than there 
were chauffeurs or car owners. Mr. 
Good's promptness made him the first 
|} recipient of a 1922 plate given out on 
|; Personal application. He got 7,226 and 
7,227 for his two cars. Having expected 
a lower number, Mr. Good -voiced his! 
| complaint to several members of the Au- 
| tomobile Club of America later in the 
| day. 

“As I was the first person in line,’’ 
said Mr. Good, ‘‘ I cannot see why I did 
not get 7,000. I would like to know 
what became of the 226 numbers ahead 
of mine. It looks as though there has 
been favoritism somewhere. I took pains 
to ask the cashier stamping my appli- 
cation if I were not the first person to 
receive a number in person, and he 
said ‘ Yes.’ ’’ 

Motorists in New York State who 
registered cars prior to July 1 last may 
use 1921 plate numbers until Feb. 1 
without penalty.

PARIS, Dec. 10.—Americans and other 
travelers leaving Germany are being 
financially and otherwise embarrassed 
by the rigorous enforcement of the Ger- 
man law prohibiting exportation of more 
than 6,000 marks from the country, ac- 
cording to arrivals in Paris. 

All sums in excess of this amount are 
being confiscated and persons found try- 
ing to infringe the law are Hable to two 
days’ imprisonment. The law applies 
not only to German currency, but to the 
equivalent in any exchange. Foreigners 
traveling in Germany in order to evade 
the drastic results of the law should 
handle funds through banks.

CAUSES TRAFFIC JAM 








|Husband Knocked Unconscious’ 


When He Goes to Rescue Wife 
Being Dragged Inte Auto. 


Mrs. Lillian Heit of 150 West Eigh- 
tieth Street and a woman friend, who 
refused to reveal her identity, were walk- 
ing down Broadway at Kighty-first 
Street in advance of their husbands 
and another man, Shortly after 9 
o'clock last night, when five well-dressed 
young men rode up to the sidewalk in 
a limousine and attempted to flirt with 
the women.

DEATH PENALTY 


Refers to Becker as Innocent 
Man Pat to Death by 
State.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 10.—‘t Capital 
punishment is the curse of the American 
penal institution.’’ That was the decla- 
ration of Thomas Mott Osborne, former 
warden of Sing Sing, in an interview 
today. 

Some of the reasons he advanced why 
capital punishment is wrong and an 
utter failure were: 

‘“* Less than 1% per cent. of murderers 
are ever brought to the gallows or elec- 
tric chair. 

‘* Many who do pay the death penalty 
are innocent of the crime for which 
they have been sentenced. 

‘‘The utter disregard of the State for 
human life by coolly putting a man to 
death acts as a stimulant for murder.”’ 

Police Lieutenant Charles Becker of 
New York, who was executed in 1916 
with four gangsters for the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, was 
cited by Mr. Osborne as an example of 
an innocent man ‘‘ murdered by the 
State.’’ ‘ 

‘*T knew Charles Becker, and I knew 
him well,’’ Mr. Osborne said. ae 
might not have been the highest type 
of a man and may have had a hand in 
more than one unlawful deal, but he 
was no murderer. I would stake my 
reputation that he had no hand in the 
Rosenthal case, and yet because he fell 
out with gangsters he was the victim. 

‘* Witnesses were marshalled by under- 
world forces, testified against him, 
secured a conviction and then sat back 
and smiled while he was put to death 
in Sing Sing.”’

Postal Savings Depositors 
All to Be ‘Fingerprinted’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Begin- 
ning Dee. 15, a system of finger- 
prints will be used for identification 
of postal savings depositors. Instruc- 

for inaugurating the system 

y have been sent to postmas- 
ters in most of the principal cities, 
it was stated at the Post Office De- 
partment today. 

The sysem will be used to supple- 
ment rather than replace the present 
method of identification by means of 
the personal history of a depositor, it 
was explained, and postmasters were 
warned that care must be taken not 
to associate it with criminology. 

Two main purposes of the system, 
{t is explained, are the protection of 
paying postmasters and clerks on 
the one hand and the depositors on 
the other. Fingerprints must be 
taken when an account is opened and 
whenever interest or principal is paid 
for comparison of impressions. 
gerprints of all 
will be taken when they make their 
first deposit after the installation of 
the system.

Infantile Paralysis Cases Attended | 
as Well by Americans as by 
fk Austrian Surgeon. 


One of the big factors in causing mis- 
understanding and confusion over the 
work of Dr. Adolf Lorenz, the Viennese 
orthopedic surgeon, on his present visit } 
to New York has been the spread of a} 
belief? that he was a sort of “ miracle 
man,” despite his repeated assertions to 
the contrary. The circulation of such a 
belief is ascribed to overzealous friends 
of Dr. Lorenz, 

Dr. Lorenz and his associates wish that 
these friends, instead of advertising him 
as a Miracle Man, had undertaken a 
campaign of education to inform the 
public what kind of cases should not be 
taken to him. For lack of such knowl- 
edge, thousands have pressed to see him 
who could not be helped by him. Many 


have come from other cities—Toronto, 
Buffalo, Albany, Ossining, Newburgh, 
Boston, Stamford, Conn., Philadel- 
hia, Baltimore, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, 

Yilkes-Barre, Scranton, Erie, Pittston 
and Springfield, Ohio—without any ap- 
pointment and with no assurance from 
their own physician that Dr. Lorenz 
could help them. Many of them had to 
be referred to proper specialists in other 
fields of medicine and surgery. 

Thousands of persons from all over the 
country have written to ask for appoint- 
ments, offering any fee Dr. Lorenz may 
wish to charge. One such letter was 
from a woman—a hopeless cripple—who 
saw Dr. Lorenz in Vienna in 1920 and 
was told there was nothing he could do 
for her. She returned to America. 
Reading of his visit, she wrote that per 
haps he had discovered some new method 
since she saw him in 1920 and insisted 
that he examine her again. 

Another woman came to New York the 
other day from Long Island. Her child 
was also a hopeless case. Ten of the 
best orthcpedic surgeons in New York 
had told her so, but she insisted on 
seeing Dr: Lorenz. 

One woman wrote: 
born without legs. 
give him legs!” 

Because of these incidents Dr. Lorenz | 
has now insisted that those who wish to | 
see him should consult their own physi- 
cians first. This is for two reasons: 
First, that cases for which Dr. Lorenz 
can do nothing may he eliminated before 
seeing him; second, that when _ they | 
come to him they may bring written his- 
tories of their cases. prepared by physi- | 
Cians in scientific terms. i 

Dr. Lorenz explained that all cases of | 

aralysis were not orthopedic cases. | 

he largest proportion probably should | 

o to nourologists first. If a neurologist | 

nds there is a possibility of correcting 
operations, the case should then be re- 
ferred to an orthopedist. Children who 
have peewee accompanied by lack of | 
mental development, failure to speak, 
sit up or walk are not cases to bring to 
Dr. Lorenz. They should be taken first 
to a neurologist. 

Cases of hydrocephalus—water on the | 
brain—accompanied by lack of mental | 
development and paralysis are not cases | 
for Dr. Lorenz. Cases in which there {1s | 
failure to speak unaccompanied by pa- 
ralysis 
either. 

In general, cases of infantile paralysis 
of long standing, with total paralysis of 
the extremities, are cases which can be} 
handted in American orthopedic clinics 
as well as by Dr. Lorenz. 

The essential thing in all cases of 
infantile paralysis is that the child

Deformity Caused by Malnutrition. 


Cases of birth paralysis of the arm 
should not be neglected until the child is 
several years old, but a physician should 
be consulted immediately. 

Children not properly nourished—in 


most cases those who are artificially 
fed—are subject in early years to certain 
diseases of nutrition, mostly rickets, 
which lead to very severe deformities 
which often require operations to cor- 
rect after they develop. 

Dr. Lorenz emphasizes that America 
has some of the best orthopedic clinics 
and surgeons of the world. None of the 
big American cities lacks splendid ortho- 
pedic clinics. He says that America is 
the cradle—the birth place—of ortho- 
pedics. He says that neglect is respon- 
sible for most of the cases of deformity 
and that parents are paying a terrible 
penalty. If parents are going to wait 
till some foreign orthopedist comes here, 
the fate of thousands on thousands of 
children will be one of confirmed inva- 
lHidism. 

Dr. Lorenz wants onty those cases that 
have been recommended by other physi- 
cians as suitable for his examination 
and treatment. He desires that patients 
asking consultations should do so 
through their physicians. In most cases, 
Dr. Lorenz can only recommend, and 
he says his recommendations are of no 
value unless they can be made to a 

hysician who is able to comprehend

appeal “See America First,” reinforced 
by pictorial propaganda and the post- 
war expense of foreign travel, accounts in 
great measure for the swelling tide of 
sight-seers to the national parks. Mr. 
FALL grows eloquent in answering his 
question, What need to travel to foreign 
countries when our own holds such nat- 
ural treasures? 

Not alone is the Yellowstone a household 
word, but the vocabulary has been en- 
larged to include all of the parks. As a 
nation we have learned that the most re- 
markable tree growth of the whole world 
has been preserved in the Sequoia Giant 
Forest; that the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado defies verbal description; that 
the Mesa Verde contains  cliff-dwellings 
of vanished communities whose virile 
fighting race has left no trace in history; 
that the glacier-covered snow peaks of 
Mount Rainier cannot be matched for su- 
preme majesty; that tne turbulent living 
fires of the crater of Kilauea give the be- 
holder an insight into the tremendous 
working forces of nature. 

The Secretary, availing himself of an 
opportunity that his fellow-citizens envy 
him, inspected five of the parks, includ- 
ing Yosemite and Yellowstone, and “ saw 
“the thousands of joyful, enthusiastic 
“and healthy Americans touring and 
“ camping out in the open areas.”’ Every 
visitor should carry with him a copy of 
JOHN Mumr’s book on the subject. No 
one had so great a love for these splendid 
recreation grounds, or has written about 
them with so much moving sympathy. 
The total area of the parks is 10,859 
square miles, or 6,949,760 acres; and, 
then, there are the twenty-four national 
monuments, with the area of 1,815 square 
miles, of which the best known are Casa 
Grande, Arizona; the Devil’s Tower, 
Wyoming; the Muir Woods, California, 
and the Petrified Forest, Arizona.

Wild life conservation would not seem 
to be in danger in our national parks, if 
they were prdperly patrolled, but the 
trouble is that the deer, bear and other 
animals of the open are sometimes 
driven by cold and hunger to go far 
afield. In that case, if State game laws 
are not vigorously enforced, many of 
these animals never return to the 
reservations. “I have particularly in 
mind,” says the Secretary, recommending 
thorough State co-operation, ‘the ruth- 
“less slaughter of the hungry Yellow- 
“stone elk which occurred Winter before 
“last outside of the park boundaries 


| “ under inadequate game laws of States.” 
In the parks themselves the deer, and 


even bears, being well protected and pro- 
vided with food, grow so tame that they 
can be seen on the trails by Summer 
visitors, who treasure the experience. It 
would be viewed as a privation if, 
through neglect or want of co-operation 
on the part of the States, this wild life 
became scarce in the parks. 


Probably the greatest automobile tour 
in the world would be along the National 
Park-to-Park Highway, which is planned 
to reach in one grand circle the major 
reservations of the West; but this road 
of many hundreds of miles will never be 
completed ‘unless the various States in- 
terested provide appropriations and 
work in unison with the Federal Govern- 
ment. It cannot be expected to shoulder 
the whole expense. Speaking of roads, 
Yosemite, which was JOHN MUIR’s pride, 
is not well provided with them. Secre- 
tary Fai calls for funds to bring the 
Yosemite roads into line with “the good 
State highways.” It will be welcome 
news to lovers of Yosemite to hear that 
“the park visitors there this year were 
“entirely relieved from the mosquito 
“vuisance.” The benefactor is the Pub- 
lic Health Service.

Children, as well as the “ grown-ups,” 
should read these true stories, and read 
them all. WrLiAM JAMEs, the philoso- 
pher, wanted every young man, and 
especially the rich, to be obliged to serve 
an apprenticeship in stoking engines or 
washing windows, or some other such 
unattractive work, in order that every 
one might come to know the “ sour and 
hard foundations of life.”

_OFFHAND REVISION. 


Senator BoraH does not often step 
forward in the réle of a happy-thought 
statesman, but his statement about the 
nature and effects of the Versailles 
Treaty, and the need of its instant revi- 
sion “so that Europe can live,” is un- 
worthy of his reputation as a serious 
student of public affairs. The true 
explanation is probably that the Idaho 
Senator worked up so excited an animos- 
ity against the League of Nations that 
he has a certain amount left over which 
he spills upon the Versailles Treaty it- 
self; Moreover, Mr. BogkaH has more 
than once shown himself somewhat cred- 
ulous in the matter of stories coming 
from Europe, so that he doubtless be- 
lieves that economic ruin is slowly being 
forced upon European countries through 
the enforcement of the Treaty. Hence 
his insistence that it be at once recast. 


What are the facts about this wicked 
Treaty that can never be executed? Nine- 
tenths of it has aiready been executed. 
“Is Germany,” asks Senator BoraHu, “ to 
be dismembered?” She has been, so far 
as the Treaty undertook to do it. Alsace, 
Posen, Danzig, Slesvig, Eupen, and the 
rest, under what jurisdiction does Mr. 
Bora suppose that these former parts 
of Germany are today? But what most 
troubles him is the fact that the Ver- 
sailles Treaty does not “ conform to the 
economic life of Europe.” This can mean 
only the German reparations. It is not 
necessary to charge Senator BorRAH with 
undue tenderness for Germany. He may 
sincerely think that the German indem- 
nity was fixed at too high a figure, or 
that too great sums are demanded of 
Germany in the first years of payment, 
so that the whole financial plan of the 
reparations ought to be made over. But 
if he can prove that this should be done, 
the way is open under the Versailles 
Treaty. Let him go to the Reparations 
Commission therein provided, and if he 
can make out a case that body will take 
the needed action, as it is empowered to 
do by the Treaty. ‘Its framers were not 
so short-sighted as Senator Borau 
seems to imagine. They provided for 
just such a contingency as he believes 
now to exist. It is idle to talk loosely 
about tearing up the Treaty so long as 
it is possible to make it work so as to 
attain the very ends which its assailants 
desire. 

Judging by what he says, Senator 
BoraH thinks that it would be easy to 
rewrite the Versailles Treaty. Let Great 
Britain and France and Japan sit down 
and do it any afternoon, he says, cutting 
the Gordian knots thereof familiar as 
their garter. But the Idaho Senator 
cannot actually believe that anything of 
the sort is possible. There is no prece- 
dent for the work. There is no sufficient 
motive for it. No man could mark out 
a method by which it could be done. 
Why, then, should a public man talk 
about it in a way that gives him the air 
of a child grasping at moonbeams? 


REACTION IN RUSSIA. 


“It has been perhaps the proudest 
claim of our American civilization,” said 
President HARDING in his address to Con- 
gress, “ that in dealing with human rela- 
“tionships it has constantly moved 
“toward such justice in distributing 
“the product of human energy 
“that it has improved continuously 
“the economic status of the mass 
“of the people.” The passage is 
particular apposite in comparison with 
the Soviet text—published in THE Times 
last Sunday—of LENIN’s address. He

Capitalism has known how to do it, as 
President HARDING bears witness to facts 
within the knowledge of every man whose 
“jdealogy "—LENIN often uses a word 
not favored by dictionaries—is not 
clouded by self-interest. 


There can be ro better witness than 
LENIN to the completeness of the failure 
of communism where capitalism has suc- 
ceeded despite all opposition. So far as 
the Russian famine is. due to drought 
candor will not charge it against com- 


munism or Bolshevism or Sovietism. 
LENIN does not palliate his defeat by that 
excuse, but says: “ Either the political 
“conquests of the Soviet régime will go 
“to smash or they will have to be based 
“on a firm economic foundation.” 
“Prattle about political liberties” is 
waved aside. The case is that the “ pro- 
“letariat, the class occupied with the 
“preparation of material values in the 
“enterprises of great capitalist indus- 
“tries, has disappeared. * * * Some- 
“times it has nominally kept-on, but it 
“has had no economic root.” Capitalism 
is necessary for the re-establishment of 
the proletariat, and that arouses new 
dangers for Russia. Will the capitalists 
expel the Communists by their better or- 
ganization? Will the peasants adhere to 
the Soviet or to the proletariat, reborn 
despite the reluctance of those compelled 
to authorize it? 


LENIN is prepared with a new plan. 
He propéses to expel from the Soviets 
“ 100,000 to 200,000 Communists.” That 
is interesting, because it has been said 
that there are more Communists in New 
York than in Russia, and, on the author- 
ity of the Attorney General’s report, 
published last week, it may be added that 
they take orders direct from Moscow. 
“Forward” and “thorough” are still 
LENIN’S watchwords. The whole ques- 
tion is whether: the capitalists or the 
Leninites are the prompter and better 
organizers. Bolsheviki have been ac- 
cused of propaganda by bullets, he says, 
and his voice is still for discipline by 
whatever severity may be necessary. 
But the failure of Sovietism is as 
colossal as is candidly admitted. 
“We must put forth our utmost 
“strength in our daily toil or inevitable 
“ destruction will overtake us. The rest 
“of the world is developing itself faster 
“than we.” 


Was there ever greater candor, or a 
sharper rebuke to all who have advocated 
that we should seek prosperity by the 
Russian route? The extermination of 
the bourgeoisie has been followed by the 
“ disappearance ” of the proletariat. The 
former rich are poor, and the former 
poor are starving in idleness for the lack 
of capitalism, which is resurrected com- 
pulsorily in the land where its abolition 
was a boon assured by the Soviet lead- 
ers into the promised land. Their resig- 


nations are the least of their thoughts, ' 


and the too patient Russians give no 
sign of expelling them. How can the 
blindest fail to see in LENIN’s confession 
and apology the proof that society and 
the individual must prosper or suffer to- 
gether, and that it is madness to sacri- 
fice either to the other? There is no 
greater blow to human happiness than 
the abolition of private property. That 
sacrifice of the individual to the Soviet 
theories was the ruin of Soviet society. 
Private property is not sordid nor mer- 
cenary. It benefits society and the in- 
dividual together, and Russia’s misad- 
venture proves that society is impossible 
without it. 


AMERICAN ARCHITECTURE. 


Mr. Fiske KIMBALL, whose brilliant 
book on “Thomas Jefferson and the 
“ First Monument of the Classic Revival 
“in America” appeared five or six years 
ago, wrote for the American Historical 
Association a notable paper on “ Archi- 
“tecture in the History of the Colonies 
“and of the Republic,” now reprinted in 
The American Historical Review. It 
contains many curious facts, mostly un- 
known to the public at large. Who 
would have thought that the New Eng- 
land Puritans would be great, generous 
builders? Yet the planters of New 


Haven were blamed for spending too- 


much money “in building of fair and 
stately houses.” ELIAS HASKET DERBY, a 
famous Salem merchant, and his wife, 
ELIZABETH CROWNINSHIELD, had a real 
Renaissance passion for building. DEr- 
BY’sS father left him a handsome town 
house, but he built, one after the other, 
three more “splendid town houses.” In 
the South this would be more intelligi- 
ble; and we are not surprised to learn 
that the Miles Brewton house in Charles- 
ton cost £8,000, a pot of money in the 
’60s of the eighteenth century. 

Contrary to the usual impression, Mr. 
KIMBALL holds that a real American ar- 


chitectural style didn’t come till after | 


the' Revolution; that in the earlier build- 
ings there was little here that didn’t 
originate or have its parallel abroad. 
Thus, even the log cabin, whether of the 
Indians or the settlers, is semi-mytholog- 
ical. Neither Indians nor first settlers 
lived in log cabins. The first English 
colonists built huts, English huts of 
branches and turf, wattle and clay or 
upright slabs, after English models. The 
log house was no necessary shelter born 
of the wilderness or the frontier. It was 
the ordinary rural house of the Swedes 
and Finns. They brought it over here to 
the Delaware. The English settlers 
adopted it in course of time. It was 
cheap, and it was better than their own 
less substantial buildings. The houses 
of the rural English of the humbler class 
at home were more primitive, and long 
remained so, than those of their people 
who emigrated to America. 

The “primitive” and “frontier” ar- 
chitectural conditions lasted in secluded 
English regions long after they had dis- 
appeared from at least the old Colonial 
plantations. English charcoal-burners 
still live in huts such as sheltered the 
first arrivals at Jamestown. Most of 
the immigrants bettered their economic 
status, 
here were as good as those built by per- 
sons of the same social class in Europe. 
Those of the English peasantry were 
mostly of wood. The colonists continued 
the English custom. The substitution of 
shingles for thatch was an improvement. 
Thatched roofs were not seen in the Col- 
onies much after 1670. They still exist 
in England, “ picturesque” survivals, 
but not models of comfort. The squard

In short, the Colonial style substan- 
tially agrees with the English style of 
the time. The characteristic American 
architecture didn’t come till after the 
Declaration of Independence: 

While minor craftsmen for a time con- 
tinued traditions essentially Colonial and 
English, the leaders sought to establish 
an architecture which should not be bor-~ 
rowed from contemporary hropean 
styles, but should be founded on the au- 
thority of the ancients, in whose republic 
the new States were felt to have their 
closest analogy. The initiative of ama- 
teurs and laymen such as JEFFERSON and 
NICHOLAS BIppLe established the form of 
the classic temple as a single uncondi- 
tional ideal for all classes of buildings. 
The Capitol at Richmond was modeled on 
the Maison the Library of the 
University of Virginia on the Pantheon: in 
Rome, the Bank of the United 
States on the Parthenon at Athens. Jer 
FERSON even housed the professors at the 
university in litthe temples, and Bumppie 
bullt himself a residence on the pattern 
of the Theseum. 

While the classical revival began 
abroad, and had there as here the temple 
as its final ideal, America embodied that 
idea first; “and by greater literalness 
“and universality in its realization 
“ America reveals an independent initia- 
“tive.” The Virginia Capitol was de- 
signed in 1785, the Madeleine in Paris 
twenty-two years later. The Bank of 
the United States, 1819 to 1826, was ten 
years prior to the Edinburgh National 
Monument and the Regensburg Walhalla, 
“the corresponding foreign versions of 
the Parthenon.” This classic style of 
the early nineteenth century had a great 
part in the present classical revival, 
which began in the ’90s. Not the Colo-

PACIFIC HOME COMFORTS. 


In the November number of The Mid- 
Pacific Magazine we are told that the 
visitor in Hawaii, “if he is seeking the 
unusual, had better go it alone.” To the 
resident, things Oriental and Polynesian 
are an old story. Not for him are “ the 
“hula, the luau, the hukilau, the geisha 
“and the jujitzu exhibitions,” and so 
on. “‘If you are interested in fishing, 
wander round the island.” Well, a good 
many stay-at-home travelers are inter- 
ested in bill-of-fare fish, in filet of khala, 
broiled kumu, filet of ulua, and so forth; 
but the hotels seem to feed the unchang- 
ing American with the cates of his own 
country, cream of wheat, prime ribs of 
beef, and all that. So in Porto Rico, 
careless of climate, incapable of change, 
the American sojourner has to have 
wheat cakes anc syrup at breakfast. 
Coelum non animum; home cooking is 
good enough for travelers. 

If we had gone to the Maui County 
Fair in October, how could we have 
been conscious of any change of scene? 
Among the exhibits were the best loaf of 
wheat bread and corn bread, best bis- 
cuits, best rolls, best fruit cake, layer 
cake, plain cake, sponge cake, cup cake, 
plain cookies, lemon pie, custard pie, 
fudge. Are we at Vassar College or a 
fair in Oakham, Mass., or West Hurley, 
New York, or Sleepy Eye, Minnesota? 
The descendants of the missionaries have 
aeclimated the general American cooking, 
have transplanted custard pie into the 
land of poi. All this is a “tribute” to 
American culinary art which, however, is 
not sufficiently valued by some persons 
of exotic taste; by most arm-chair voy- 
agers, perhaps. 

The characteristic dishes, the wines of 
the country, appeal, indeed, to the real 
sociological traveler of enlightened taste. 
In Hawaii, to be sure, one does find the 
wine of the country; “our drinking wa- 





ter is from our own artesian well.” And | 


you can have a cocktail. What is so 
American as a cocktail? You can have 
a pineapple cocktail almost anywhere in 
the islands. Can the seeker of Pacific 
delights ask more? To hear the league- 
long roller thundering on the reef and to 
sip curiously prepared pineapple juice— 
what more could fortune send? 





‘ EMOTIONAL EXTREMITIES. 


England agrees with HORACE that, in 
their proper place, the uses of folly are 
sweet; it goes somewhat beyond him, 
perhaps, in conceding that their proper 
place is his Majesty’s court, and espe- 
cially when presided over by Mr. Justice 
DARLING. Last week the news was 
flashed by cable that Miss ETHEL IRVING 
had brought a suit for libel against a 
critic who wyote that in a play by BRIEUX 
she expressed rage against her husband 
by “rolling on the floor and biting her 
toenails.” A report of the proceedings 
is now at hand. Miss Irvine took the 
ground that an actress “ who could roll 
“on the floor and bite her own toenails 
“would be assuming an immodest and 
“revolting attitude.” Accompanied by 
a galaxy of her friends of the theatre, 
she tried to establish that the allegation 
was false and was calculated to do her 
harm in her profession. 

The Court was obviously of the opin- 
ion that such damage, if it existed, was 
negligible, and that the real purpose of 
the suit was best known to the thrifty 
press agént. Citing a weighty precedent, 
his Lordship said: “I think I remember 
“something about ‘ the poet’s eye in fine 
“ frenzy rolling.’’’ Miss IRviNnG’s counsel 
retorted: “Oh, but that was not on the 
floor.” In the Shakespearean precedent, 
moreover, there was no question of biting 
anything. Miss Irvinc’s counsel estab-

resignation of Count Stephen Bethlen 
as Premier on Nov. 14, but may break } 
out at any moment unless a radical 
change is made in the political course 
of the Hungarian Government, accord- 
ing to an article printed in the Berlin 
Freiheit of Nov. 19. As reported by 
cablegram, Count Bethlen was asked by 
Admiral Horthy on Nov. 25, to resume 
his post and he did so. His new cabinet 
was named on Dec. 4. The Fretheit ar- 
ticle begins by pointing out that the 
Hungarian censorship makes it difficult 
to get news from Budapest, and con- 
tinues: 

“At the end of last week the bands 
returning from West Hungary streamed 
back to the capital under the leadership 
of the notorious Lieut. Hejjas. Their 
presence was soon made apparent by | 
noisy demonstrations and nightly out- 
rages. Hejjas himseif had his head- 
quarters in the Hotel Gellert in Ofen 
where he ruthlessly threw out all the 
guests and reserved forty rooms for} 
himself and his officers.

Orders by the Interallied Military Con- 
trol Commission in Germany calling for 
| the surrender or destructien of a num- 
| ber of machines used in the Krupp plant 
| at Essen have drawn indignant protests 
|both from the Krupp officials and the 
| workers in the plant, reports the Kdél- 
|nische Zeitung of Nov. 18. These orders, 
following ‘those issued by the Control 
Commission some time ago for the de- 
struction of several of the factories op- 
erated by the Deutsche Werke (the name 
of the Government-owned plants used 
for making war material up to the end 
of the World War and since then de- 
voted to the manufacture of machinery 
of all kinds and sporting guns and small 
revolvers), have occasioned much sar- 
castic comment in the German press of 
all shades. German editors insist that 
the commission is dominated by French 
members animated by “lust for de- 


| struction,’’ regardless of the lessening of 

Germany’s ability to pay its reparation 
bill sure to result from the execution of 
such orders. 

The Workers’ Council of the Krupp 
plant, in a statement addressed to Gen- 
eral Nollet, head of the Military Control 
Commission, declared that, while the 
Krupp workers were glad to see the de- 
struction of machines 
cially for the making of tools of war 
and were firmly resolved not to help 
manufacture any war material, they 
could find no justification for the com- 
mission’s latest order. The communica- 
tion closed as follows: 

‘* Even before the war half of the out- 
put of the above-mentioned machine shop 
was of non-military materials. Since 
the war nothing but machinery 
peaceful pursuits has been made there, 
for instance, big rollers, crank shafts, 
cylinders, .&c. Furthermore, we have 
ascertained that the machines to be de- 
stroyed are all in full operation and are 
the best in the plant. It is true that 
there are still some special machines on 
hand that are only good for the produc- 
tion of war material, and we have no 
objection to their destruction. On the 
basis of this fact the employes of the 
plant _— vigorously against the de- 
struct 
of machines used exclusively for the 
creation of articles of high economic 
ip the nation, and also urgently 

seeded. 

‘We consider the order for the de- 
struction of these machines as an unjus 
tifiable measure, dictated by economic 
egoism, calculated most severely to in- 
jure German industry, and through it 
the German working people. The work- 
; ers of the plant, including members of 
| all sorts of political and trade union 
organizations, are highly indignant over 
this arbitrary act oat they have in- 
| structed the Workers’ Council to protest 
vigorously and publicly to the proper 
authorities. Therefore, we expect that

Auction of 153 Carloads of Call- 
fornia Table Grapes Features 
the Local Frult Market. 


Arrivals of many shipments of foods | 


from foreign countries featured the 
wholesale markets in this city last week, 
according to Herachel H. Jones, Director 
of the New York office of the State De- 
partment of Farms and Markets. 

Potatoes began arriving from Den- 
mark. A cargo of 1,000 sacks came in 
Friday on a passenger ship and were in 
fine condition. They sold for about 2 
cents a pound wholesale... More Italian 
chestnuts arrived last week and. sold at 
wholesale at 4 to 6% cents a pound. 
The demand for them among housewives, 
who cream them and serve them in 
& variety of ways as they are used in 
Europe, is increasing, Mr. Jones éaid. 

““Many other shipments,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘of foods from foreign countries 
added variety to New York's food supply 
during the week. The most spectacular 
of these was a consignment of fresh 
vegetables from Cuba, including 300 
crates of peppers, 200 crates of okra, 
100 haskets of lima beans, and 250 crates 
of tomatoes. All these sold at very high 
prices, the lima beans as high as $11 a 
bushel basket. When lima beans were 
in season locally last August they 
brought only §2.50 to $3 a bushel. 

‘*A quantity of butter was received 
from Copenhagen, Denmark. Several 


large cargoes of Spanish onions, a cargo | 
of cocoanuts from Porto Rico, of lemons | 


from Italy and of bananas frem Central 
America also reached this inarket.

** Southern produce generally 
high prices last week.

About Nov. 11, 1920, when the Western ; 
world was celebrating its second anni- 
versary of the signing of the armistice, 
the armies of Denikin and Wrangel, de- 
feated in their battle for civilization as 
they saw it against the millenium as 
seen by Lenin and others, were retreat- 
ing across the Crimea toward vonstanti- 
nople. Besides the armies and_ their 
tragic followings. of wounded and sick, 
there were hordes of non-combatants, 
women and children and old men, who 
had been driven from their homes with 
the triumph of the Bolsheviki.

Naturally; the departments carrying 
oughfares of the store, if they are to get 
the maximum business and return a 
profit to the owner. 

Convenience goods are those that have 
a very definite use for a very definite 
time. As in the case of umbrellas, no 
amount of display or no clever offering 


will cause any great amount of buying. 


|For that reason convenience goods are 


generally placed just off the traffic 
routes of the store, yet In such a loca- 
tion that when the occasion for the sale 
arises they can be readily displayed and 
seen by passers-by. 

Utility merchandise consists of 


smaller items used in the making of use- 
ful articles for the home or person. It 
is rather difficult, to separate these 
from the impulse ‘goods, since very often 
buy thread because it 
happens to be called to her attention, 
or tooth paste or talcum powder, as the 
case might be, Utility goods, therefore, 
are arranged according to the standards 
governing merchandise of the impulse 
sort. 

Luxury articles are also considered 
hard to define, as practically every de- 
partment carries something which might 
come under this classification. More- 
over, there are at least two departments, 
jewelry pnd art embrolderies, the entire 
merchandise assortment of which might 
be put in the luxury class. Two groups 
are possible, however, the~ small item 
bought on the spur of the moment, and 
the luxuries for the home or person 
which are planned for. The first group 
seems best placed on the main traffic 
thoroughfare, while the latter may be 
on one of the upper floors or on the 
balcony, because women will seek such 
articles wherever they may be located.

FOREIGN TRADE FEATURES. 


———_—_——— 


Advantages of Depreciated Currency 
Said to Be Illusory. 


A comparison of 1921 with 1920 shows 
that the world trade of the most im- 
portant countries has.been cut in half. 
In a few cases the decrease is even 
greater. J. J. Kral of the Research 
Division of the Department of Com- 
how- 
ever, that the actual shrinkagé has not 
been as great as the reduced vaiues seem 
to indicate. A large proportion of the 
apparent loss is due to the general fall 
of prices. Wheat, corn, rye, barley, oats, 
linseed, coffee, tca, cocoa, sugar, 
ton, wool, hides and many other staples 
of international trade have been sold in

of the consuming countries have 
been enabled to import larger quantities 
of these staples in 1921 at a lower cost, 
but, on the whole, the decline in prices 
has failed to stimulate trade in 
sponding proportion.

Rostand’s Plays 
in English 


A Review by

T is too soon for us even to gues:

gerac '’ of 1897. In threescore year:

faded, and of all his lyrical melo- 
dramas only ‘‘ Hernani’’ itself and 
** Ruy Blas ’”’ survived. Balzac had 


profoundly influenced Augier and the | 


younger Dumas; and even their so- 


cial dramas had come to seem a little | 
pale by the side of the more powerful | 
studies of Ibsen, who had borrowed | 


their formulas and who began where 
they left off. The Realists, who owed 
allegiance to Balzac, were being el- 
bowed off the stage by the Natural- 
ists, who were stimulated by Zola. 
The outlook was dark and dreary 
and drab. And then came the efful- 
gent ‘‘Cyrano’’ and the clouds 
cleared away.

their cordial greetings. If I am not 
mistaken, the writers

us." Mr. Noguchi notes certain 
cardinal differences between West- 
ern and Japanese poetry—‘‘ the dif- 
ference between the words of Eng- 
lish poets and the daily speech of 
common people,’ for one. ‘* On 
the other hand, how similar are 
the words of Japanese 
those of the common people."’ Again, 
** it is said in the West that the poets 
are a race apart. * * * While in 
the West the poets claim special re- 
gard and, indeed, immortality for 
themselves. we in Japan treat the 
poet as a natural phenomenon, as 
natural as a flower or a bird.” Mr 
Noguchi, however, suggests a reason 
for this: 


I admit that we Japanese as poets 
are tacking.in creative power, and 
do not aim, like many Western 
poets, at. becoming rebuilders of 
life. * * * What great uncom- 
promising creators ef passion were 
Shelley, Byron, Browning and Swin- 
burne' * * * They were, indeed.

In short, Western poetry attempts 
far wider and deeper range in the 
embodiment and interpretation of 
human life than Japanese poetry, 
just as European music and painting 
attempt to do more than the same 
arts in Japan; and, however much 
we may admire Japanese poetry, one 
cannot but feel that the greater in- 
cludes the less. However much sug- 
gestiveness of the “ Infinite "’ a Jap- 
anese poet may get into his three- 
lined ‘*‘ hokkus,’’ and Mr. Noguchi 
shows well what can be done in so

“our great literary danger,’’ -‘‘ sad 
and terrible,’’ hardly lies in too much 


intellect. ‘* More brain, O Lord, 
more brain,’’ as some great writer 
exclaimed, may, after all, be our 


chief poetical need at the moment, 
and perhaps more of us would not so 
much object to writing like Milton, 
or Shakespeare, as Lamb reminded 
Wordsworth, if we had ** a mind to.” 
Mr. Noguchi, by the way, claims 
as ‘‘a natural-born

The book is princi- 
Pally a satire, and a very clever one, 
upon that English middle-class | 
which seems to be so generally un- 
popular with English noveists—a fact 
at which it is impossible to wonder 
if the various households that pass 
in review through the pages of this | 
book are to be taken as fair speci- | 
mens of their kind. They are very) 
amusing to read about, but the 
thought of living with any of them} 
is little less than appalling, and the} 
reader sympathizes deeply with poor 
_ Jasmine, whose troubles were in- 
creased by her upbringing on the 
Island of Sirene, and the tendencies 
she had inherited from her Italian 
mother—though one would think that 
being dependent on such relatives as 
hers would be trouble enough for | 
any one individual. It is true that 
Mr. Mackenzie has ameliorated our 
anxiety regarding Jasmine’s ultimate 
destination by introducing us in the 
first chapter to the very attractive | 
if decidedly heedless young man who | 
is, as we see at once, preordained to | 
rescue Jasmine from the horror of 
becoming a second Cousin Edith. |

the Idealist 


ROMAIN ROLLAND: THE MAN AND 
HIS WORK. By Stefan Zweig. 
Translated by Eden and Cedar 
Paul, New York: Thomas Seitzer. 


OMAIN ROLLAND is most 
widely known as the author 
of ‘* Jean-Christophe "’ 
as a thinker who tried dur- 
ing the war to unite the in- 

tellectuals of Europe on the common 
ground of free conscience ‘‘ above 
the battle.’’ Now that the passions 
of the world conflict have subsided 
and a point has been reached at 
which the statesmen of the leading 
nations have met to consider disarm- 
ament and the possibilities of per- 
manent peace, the French idealist’s 
career can be viewed in a calmer 
mood. : 

Rolland is essentially an idealist. 
Everything he has done has been 
the inevitable outcome of all he has 
thought and suffered and labored at 
from his earliest years. Had he 
disregarded his ideals he could have 
achieved literary success many years 
earlier than he did, and he would 
have avoided the obloquy that was 
heaped on him when at the outbreak 
of the war he decided that he must 
place his conscience above national 
sentiment. Exactly what have been 
the purposes which have inspired 
Rolland from the days of his youth 
onward are described in this biog- 
raphy by Stefan Zweig, who is him- 
self well known as dramatist, novel- 
ist and poet and who throughout a 
brilliantly written book gives ex- 
pression to the same idealism as the 
author of ‘‘ Jean-Christophe.’’ 

Born at Clamecy in Burgundy on 
Jan. 29, 1866, Rolland was educated 
in Paris, first at the Lyceum of 
Louis the Great and then at the 
Normal School, where he studied 
philosophy and history. At an early 
age he acquired a love for music, 
above all for Beethoven, and an en- 
thusiasm for Shakespeare. Among 
philosophers he was most interested

Renaissance as an. integral unit. 
None of them was ever produced, 
and Rolland has since refused to pub- 
lish them, because he regards them 
as immature and inadequate. One of 
them, entitled ‘‘ Niobe,” attracted 
Mounet-Sully, the actor, and through 
btm got as far as the Reading Com- 
mittee of the Comédie Francaise, 
only to be rejected. The second 
cycle is the ‘‘ Tragedies of Faith.”

Forsaking the drama, Rolland 
turned his creative energies to writ- 
ing the lives of great men, the first 
two being those of Beethoven and 
Michael Angelo, followed later by 2 
life of Tolstoy. The fifth cycle was 
“* Jean-Christophe,” which occupied 
about ten years and is the only one 
of his great literary enterprises Rol- | 
land brought to a conclusion. In| 
addition he has written various 
| plays, essays on music, novels and 
}pamphlets which did not enter into 
the scheme of any of the cycles; his 
most recent work being ‘‘ Cleram- 
bault,” a novel published last year. 
In all Rolland’s_ strivings his 
watchwords have been “ the will to}, 
Zreatness ’’’ and freedom of con- 
iscience. In one of his first dramas 
he makes his hero declare: ‘‘ Our 
first duty is to be great, and to de- 
fend greatness on earth.” Hence 
he aimed at fashioning great literary 
monuments, whole cycles, to express 
moral ideas. He wanted to give the 
people art as great as that of 
Shakespeare, Goethe, Balzac, Wag- 
ner and Tolstoy. Thus had he writ- 
ten his earliest plays and his trage- 
dies of faith. Thus, too, was 
inspired to take the lead 
in an attempt to create a People’s 
Theatre in Paris as a step toward 











regenerating the French stage. In 
his view France had no genuine 
drama, because the stage was 





in Spinosa. But his greatest ambi- 
tion was to be a poet-musician like 
Wagner. : 

Suddenly, when he was 21 years 
old, his ideas were shattered by read- 
ing Tolstoy’s ‘‘ What Is to 
Done? "’ with its fierce indictment of 
art. In despair Rolland wrote to 
Tolstoy, who replied with an entire 
treatise on art in the form of a 
long letter. Tolstoy’s exhortation to 
regard love for mankind as more im- 
portant than love for art had a pro- 
found influence on the whole of Rol- 
land's subsequent career. On leav- 
ing the Normal School he was 
awarded a scholarship for two years 
in Rome for the purpose of histori- 
cal research. Once more Shake- 
speare roused_his enthusiasm and he 
began writing dramas in the spirit 
of the poet. Becoming acquainted 
with Malvida von Meysenburg, who 
had been the friend of Garibaldi, 
Wagener, Nietzsche, Liszt and many 
other celebrities, Rolland was intro- 
duced into Roman society. The old 
woman, fifty years his senior, had a 
great belief in his future, and it was 
her idea that at the end of his so- 
journ in Italy he should accompany 
her on a visit to Baireuth and Wag- 
ner’s grave as an act of consecra- 
tion on the threshold of manhood. 

On his return to Paris, Rolland 
wrote his first thesis on the origins 
of modern opera and was appointed 
Professor of the History of Music, 
first at the Normal School and later, 
in 1903, at the Sorbonne. In 1893 
he married a daughter of Michel 
Bréal, the philologist, and through 
him became acquainted with the so- 
ciety of Paris. The marriage, how- 
ever, was an unhappy one and end-

IETZSCHE has been the sub- 
ject of so much controversy, 
not only because of his own 
self-contradictions and con- 
fusions, but also on account! 
of his relentless attacks on estab- 
lished institutions and ideas, that | 
anything which will add to our en- 
lightenment about his personality 
and thought is to be most heartily 
welcomed, the more so if it is from 
his own brilliant pen. Dr. Oscar 
Levy, who has so well edited the 
authorized English edition of the 
German writer’s works, has laid us 
under a further debt of gratitude by 
compiling an extremely 
one-volume selection of letters from 
the five volumes of Nietzsche's pri- 
vate correspondence, which was pub- 
lished in Germany in the years 1900- 

1909. 

We are thus enabled to approach 
nearer the man himself and to dis- 
cover that, despite the non-human 
mood of much of his thought, he 
was a great deal more of an every- 
day mortal than has been supposed. 
Nietzsche had a number 
distinguished friends and correspond- 
ents, including Wagner, Brandes, 
Strindberg and Taine, as well as less 
famous folk, to whom he poured out 


his heart freely and in a style flash- | 


ing with original thought and 
phrase. Irrespective of anything 
else he wrote, just as a book to be 
read for its own sake, this volume of 
letters is a sheer delight, though, no 
doubt, it will appeal stil? more 
strongly te those who desire to gain 
a better understanding of one of the 
most remarkable personalities in 
nineteenth-century European litera- 
ture. 

Of Polish descent—a fact he always 
stressed because of his anti-German 
prejudices—Nietzsche was born at 
Roecken in Germany on Oct. 15, 
1844. He studied philology at the 
universities of Bonn and Leipsic, at 
the latter of which Ritschl, then the 


premier philologist of Germany, soon | 


singled him cut for distinction. In 
1869 Nietzsche became Professor 


of Classical Philology in the Univer- 
sity of Basle (Switzerland), but to- 
ward 1876 his health began to de- 


cline and in 1879 he resigned his 
chair. From 1882 to 1888 his health 


slowly improved, but he was com- 
pelled to be extremely careful in his 
way of living and in the choice of 
where he lived. He usually spent the 
Winter at Nice and the Summer in 
the Upper Engadine. During the 
years 1887 and 1888 he was remark- 
ably active in producing a large 
number of the works on which his 
reputation rests. At the close of 
1888 he became insane, and, without 
recovering, he died on Aug. 25, 1900. 


‘Although his opportunities for work | 
illness, | 


were greatly restricted by 
his writings in_the English edition 
fill eighteen volumes. Of them 
**Thus Spake Zarathustra is re- 
garded as the most brilliant. 

Nietzsche's philosophy is difficult 
to characterize in a few words, be- 
cause he did not elaborate his ideas 
systematically, but in a discursive, 
oracular and frequently rhapsodical 
style. He was particularly fond of 
aphorism, and often expressed him- 
self in a series of sentences or para- 
graphs which had no apparent se- 
quence. Apart from actual changes 
of attitude which he avowed, his 
work is full of contradictions and 
what he called “ hidden meanings.’’ 
Although to say so may lay one open 
to the charge of being obtuse, it 
must be emphatically asserted that 
there are passages in his writings 
which are quite meaningléss. In 
these letters, however, he writes 
with greater clearness and directness 
than in his books. To unburden his 
mind to his friends he needs must 
eschew obscurity, while the style has 
the same flashing, epigrammatic 
quality which has made him, as he 
repeatedly claims, the finest of all 
writers in German prose. 

Modern civilization, its culture, art 


and, above all, its morality—that was 
the target against which Nietzsche 


launched his attack.

Take for a start these sen- 
tences from a letter dated Nov. 7, 
1870, at the time of the war between 
France and Germany: 

As regards the conditions of cul- 
ture in the immediate future, I feel 
the deepest misgivings. If only we 
are not forced to pay too dearly for 
this huge national success {n a quar- 
ter where I, at least, refuse to suf- | 
fer any loss. Between ourselves, I 
regard the Prussia of today as a 
power full of the greatest dangers 
for culture. 

Five weeks later Nietzsche writes 
to his mother and sister: ‘I am 
gradually losing all sympathy for 
Germany's present war of conquest. 
The future of German culture seems 
to me now more in danger than it 
ever was.’’ After the war the 
breach between Nietzsche and what 
he called the ‘‘ culture-philistines ’’ 
of Germany widened. The German 
universities boycotted him and he 
was ‘‘ denounced as an enemy of the 
German Empire.’’

aware of what was wrong in his na- 
tive land is indicated by a remark 
in a letter to his sister in February, 
1886: ‘‘ The things most urgently 
needed in Germany at present are 
precisely independent educational in- 
stitutions, which would actively 
compete with the slave-drilling edu- 
cation of the State.’’ But the strong- 
est condemnation Is this, written in 
ebruary, 1887, showing that, while 
he was inconsistent on other ques- 
tions, he never changed his attitude 
toward the imperial Germany which 
had arisen on the victory of 1870: 

It seems to me that Germany for 
the last fifteen years has become a 
regular school of besotment. Water, 
rubbish and filth, far and wide—that 
is what it looks like from a dis- 
tance. * * * For present day Ger- 
many, however much it may bristle, 
hedgehog-like, with arms, I no 
longer have any respect. It repre- 
sents the stupidest, most depraved 
and most mendacious form of the 
German spirit that has ever existed— 
and what absurdities has not this 
spirit dared to perpetrate! I forgive 
no one for compromising with it in 
any way, even if his name be Rich- 
ard Wagner, particularly when this 
compromise is effected in the shame- 
fully equivocal and cautious man- 
ner in which this shrewd, all-too- 
shrewd glorifier of reine Thorheit 
{pure foolishness] has effected it in 
the latter years of his life. 

Time after time Nietzsche ex- 
presses his contempt for the vulgar- 
ity of German art and the inferior- 
ity of German to French taste. He 
even went so far as to differentiate 
**the two kinds of German vul- 
garity '’—the bestial and the senti- 
mental. This, surely, is enough to 
dispose of a misconception which 
still Tingers in many minds, and to 
prove that whatever else Nietzsche 
was he was honest and outspoken, 
an absolutely fearless opponent of 
the things which he believed were 
foolish and wrong. 

Yet, it will be asked, did not 
Nietzsche glorify the strong man? 
Yes; but what sort of strong man? 


Here is Nietzsche's answer, or rather | 


one of his answers: 

That which turns my stomach in 
this age is the untold amount of 
weakness, unmanliness, impersonal- 
ity, changeableness and good-nature 
—in short, weakness in the matter of 
* self "-seeking, which would fain 
masquerade as ‘‘ virtue.’”” That which 
has given me pleasure up to the 
present has been the sight of men 
with a long will—who can hold their 
peace for years, and who do not sim- 
ply on that account deck themselves 
out with pompous moral phraseol— 
ogy, and parade as ‘‘heroes’’ or 
**noblemen,’’ but who are honest 
énough to believe in nothing but 
themselves and their will, in order 
to stamp it upon mankind for all 
time. * * * That, which drew me 
to Richard Wagnef was this; Scho- 
penhauer, too, had the same feeling 
all his life. * * * I know perhaps 
better than any one else how to rec- 
ognize an order of rank even among 
strong men, according to their vir- 
tue. * * * Any kind of strength 
is in itself alone a refreshing and 
blessed spectacle. 


One could linger on every page of 
these letters and find some interest- 


ing observation, some brilliant phrase | 
no selection of | 


worth quoting; but 
excerpts can be an even approxi- 
mately exact gauge of a mind like 
Nietzsche’s. He has something to 
say that will win approval or pro- 
voke dissent among the most diverse 
schools of thought. His opinions on 
history, on music, on women, on 
various authors, even on climate, all 
bear the impress of an _ original, 
poetic mind that rejoiced in ‘* dan- 
gerous ’’ thinking. Most critics try 
to pass

ing. One playhouse, the Rose, had 
been built just north of! Maiden | 
Lane some years before the Globe. | 
The main reason for placing the 
Globe south of Maiden Lane was, 
Globe Alley. This had affforded en- 
trance to the theatre, and (Globe Al- 
ley, at least since early in the | 
eighteenth century, had been south | 
of Maiden tLane. Much other evi- | 
dence united in placing the Globe | 
somewhat to the east and south ad | 
the Rose. | 

In The London Times of Oct. 2 
and 4, 1900, Professor Wallace an- 
nounced his discovery of an impor- 
tant document dealing with the law- 
suit of a daughter of Hemmings, ! 
one of the original owners of the 
Globe, over shares in that theatre. | 
This document contained a _ tran-} 
script of the original lease convey- 
ing the plot on which the Globe was 
built to Kurbage, Shakespeare and 
their associates. This plot is de- 
scribed as abutting for 196 feet “ on 
the lane then called Maiden Lane to- 
ward the south.’’ Moreover, Pro- | 
fessor Wallace brought other decu- 
mentary evidence, showing that Sel- 
lors, whose garden, according to the | 
lease, joined the Globe plot, had a 
garden north of the lane, and alse | 
that the owners of the Globe were 
legally responsible for a ‘* bridge on 
the north side of Mayd Lane."’ 

In spite of this seemingly conclu- 
sive evidence, there were still some 
difficulties in placing the Globe to 
the north. The case for the south 
side was ably set forth by Dr. Wil- | 
liam Martin in the Surrey Archaeo- | 


logical Collections of 1910, and con- | 
troversy continued. According to 
the lease, the plot for 220 feet was 
** abutting on a piece of land called 
The Park on the north.’’ But the 
oniy park in that region was that 
of the Bishop of Winchester, which 
was far tothe south. The advocates | 
of the north side, however, offered | 
some evidence that the term 


Park | 
was applied to Jand to the north. 
Then there was Globe Alley. Mr. 
George Hubbard, F. S. A., offered | 


the explanation that this alley with 
the theatre was originally nérth of 
the lane, but that the name had at 
some time after 1626 and before the 
end of the century been transferred 
to the passage on the south. But 
these difficulties, though great, did | 
not seem sufficient to contradict the 
explicit statements of the lease and 
of confirmatory documents. Most 
students of the subject were ready | 
to put the Globe on the north of} 
Maiden Lane. It is located there 
in my volume, “ Shakespeare’s 
heatre,’’ published in 1916, and 
also in the frontispiece map of Pro- 
fessor Joseph Quincy Adams's | 
** Shakespearean Playhouses, "’ pub-/} 
lished in 1917. 

But the London County Council | 
was not wholly satisfied, and finally | 
undertook original research, which} 





has been prosecuted mainly by} 
Mr. W. W.. Braines. This re-} 
search has been undertaken to de- 


termine the ownership and location 
of the plots which constituted the 
jointure of Judith Brend, to which 
the Globe parcel belonged, and more 
especially of the house or houses, | 
which, in addition to the theatre, 
occupied the Globe plot. Such re- 
search involves study of all existing 
documents, including tax rolls and 
the lists of sacramenta! tokens pre- 
served in the Southwark Cathedral. 
The order in which various names 
and localities appear in these lists 
aids in determining who was north | 
and who was south of Maiden Lane. 

This investigation has been most 
painstaking and seems conclusive so 
far as existing evidence goes. It} 
shows that the Globe plot could not 
have abutted 156 feet on the North} 
of the lane, for the occupation of all 
the land there is accounted for, with; 
the exception of two narrow strips. 
Further, it has proved that,a house 
which formed a part of the Globe es- 
tate, another house which adjoined 
the Globe, and at least four of the 
houses of Judith Brend'’s jointure 
were all South of Maiden’ Lane. 
Further, it has demonstrated that} 
the Globe estate can be located ae 
extending 156 feet along the South 
side of Maiden Lane, and running 
back to the Park of the Bishop of 
Winchester.

exquisite work, however, is in his 
last book ‘‘ Flora and Bellona, 
published 1918. Both these volumes 
are, like the others, collections of 
lyrics running nearly always from 
twenty-five to sixty lines in length. 
The verse in ‘‘ Flora and Bellona "' 
fs more plastic than ever, the 
thought more ethereal, yet the 
primitive strength is seldom lacking. 
One notes the influence of the city 
in several delightful jeux d’esprit 
where the master lets himself go for} 
the pure joy of performing a diffi- 
cult feat. 

It is small wonder that Karifeldt; 
has become # popular idol in his 
native land, rivaling his more in- 
trospective and fiery contemporary, 
Verner von Heidenstam. The two 
do not really overlap in any way, 
Heidenstam speaking to the Swedes 
as a nation, whereas Karifeldt ad- 
dresses them through a tradition of 
nature that goes back to a time be- 
yond the dawn of history. Heiden- 
stam is a thorough intellectual and 


aristocrat; Karlfeldt a peasant in 
whom artistic and cultural in- 
fluences have been superadded. 


Happy is the land that can boast of 
two such poets. It is natural that 
Heidenstam has become earlier 
known to America, because of his 
receiving the Nobel Prize for 1916, 
and because in addition to his poetry 
he is one of the greatest of living 
novelists. But we should not deny 
his meed of praise to Erik Axel 
Karifeldt, who refused the prize 
later awarded to Knut Hamsun: 
What could we more desire for our 
own country in a poet than one as

close to earth as Burns and as 
finished in style as Tennyson?

‘ Despite the present low value of the | 
mark Germany is on the surface ex: | 
ceedingly prosperous. No apparent ot 
employment in sight. Everywhere we 
have been.the great industrial plants ave 
working at full force, night and day | 
shifts. The retail stores are filled with 
customers, and, in a word, Germany 
seems to be busy to a man. Comparing 
conditions over here with the unemploy- 
ment in England and the United States, 
it makes one stop and wonder who after 
all won the war? I have talked with 
many representative Germans. They all 
agree that the commercial conditions of | 
Germany, the manufacturers, the mer- 
chants and labor, were never so pros- 
perous, but that the people who are real- 
ly suffering are the intellectuals, the 
professions, the professors, the pension- 
ers, and those people who before the 
war lived bounteously on invested prop- 
erty. 

“The present low rate of the mark Is 
attributed to various causes; some frank 
Germans have had the honesty to tell 
me that they believe it is intentional, 
and conceived deliberately in order to 
obtain some modification of the indem- 
nity requirements. They say that pres-| 
ent conditions cannot last, and that na- 
tional bankruptcy must soon ahd in- 
evitably ensue, and thus the desired 
modification come about, 

‘‘The psychology of these people pas- | 
seth all understanding. I have not yet 
talked to one of them who for a moment 
will admit that Germany was in any way 
responsible for the war, That the of- 
fensive was inaugurated by the Allies, 
that England especially was the guilty 
party. That Germany desired nothing 
so much as peace, and that her entire | 
warfare was on» of self-defense. The 
most intelligent will tell you that the 
reason the Lusitania was destroyed was 
because she loaded to the bulk-] 
heads with munitions and that while it 
was a mistake under the circumstances | 
to have destroyed the ship there was | 
ample justification, the mistake only 
being that it provoked the temper of the 
American people. 

‘“‘The violation of Belgian neutrality 
is justified on the ground that if they 
had not done so the Allies -would. It 
matters not what proofs you may cite; 
to disprove all these arguments, they 
are in no way, convinced. They; how- 
ever, unreservedly admit that-.the en- 
trance of America into the war was the 
cause of their defeat and they blame} 
their statesmen for inexcusable short- 
sightedness in carrying out a policy that | 
brought this end about. In other words, | 
Germany is still unrepentant, and her | 
only regret is that the war was not} 
won. 

“While maintaining that England was | 
primarily responsible for the war, and | 
that the United States was the cause | 
of their defeat, strange to say they show 
ho resentment toward the British or | 
Americans, but hate the French with a} 
holy hatred. The French have always | 
been regarded as their natural enemy. ; 
This has been for generations taught ! 
them in the schools, and when I look | 
upon the hundreds of ruined castles, and | 
other properties destroyed in the late | 
1600, and later by French armies, it} 
perhaps is not to be wondered at that 
this natural feeling should exist. - But! 
the impression one gets over here is| 
that the Germans are working to the| 
limit to pay the reparations at the! 
earliest date possible in order to rid the | 
Rhineland of foreign troops, and then | 
when the day arrives to even matters, 
with the French.

CHINESE CHRYSANTHEMUMS, | 


XCHANGE between this country | 
and China, whereby American-— 


grown plants will be sent to that | 
country, has been consummated at the 
annual chrysanthemum show held re- | 
cently by the United States Department | 
of Agriculture at Washington, D. C,! 
A number of interesting and promising | 
types of American chrysanthemums will 
shortly be sent to China, 

In connection with the recent chrys- 
anthemum show in Washington was in- | 
troduced the showing for the first time ! 
in this country of Chinese seedlings and | 


fifty or more varieties of Japanese , 
chrysanthemums. The Chinese varieties 
were grown from seeds purchased by 
the department last January. They are 
of the pompon, or bush, type and pos- 
sess pale yellow-centred flat blooms, 
with delicately curled white or tinted 
petals, or, like the daisy chrysanthe- 
mums, white or pink. 

The varieties of Japanese chyrsanthe- 
mums were brought to this country as 
very small plants last February and 
represent many distinctive and unusual 
flowers. Any one could instantly recog- 
nize the somewhat loose, sprawly heads 
of the Japanese chrysanthemums, with 
hollow petals very much like ‘quills. 
The colors vary from white to magenta- 
lavender, most of the flowers showing 
two tints. Yellow or bronze is the pre- 
vailing tone among the Japanese varie- 
ties,

This stand- 
ing they had gained from the knowledge 
of their geography prior to the experiment. 
From this starting point (31.8 units) the 
485 pupils who were taught orally without 
the aid of the correlated motion-picture 
film, improved to 45.5 points, a gain of 
13.7. The same pupils with the aid of the 
film shown after the oral lesyon, improved 
to 49.9 points, a gain of 18.1. The same 
pupils with the aid of the motion-picture 
film before the lesson, improved to 52.7 
points, a gain of 20.9. Professor Weber 
says: ‘‘ Statistically these points are re- 
Mable to the point of practical certainty.’

The producers of the 
picture laid much stress on its ‘‘ abso- 
lute authenticity,’ and it was noted that 
Sir George Arthur, described ,as Lord 
Kitchener's ‘‘ confidential friend,” ap~ 
peared in it. 

The film begins with the summoning 
of Lord Kitchener to the War Office, 
and The Daily Telegraph reporter says 
that in its early scenes ‘‘ there is not 
much that a layman can object to if one 
excepts a few of the subtitles, which 
may not be considered in the best of 
taste by sonre persons.’’ One of these 
subtitles, it appears, makes the claim 
that the whole idea of the tank was 
*‘ conceived by Lord Kitchener * * ® 
and carried out by Captain Bede Bent- 
ley.” 

The most controversial part of the film 
begins with the picturization of “ the | 
betrayal’ of Lord Kitchener, and this 
is described in The Telegraph as fol- 








lows: 


The “‘ great betrayal’’ is shown as the 
work of a German woman, the widow of 
an English officer, killed in the early days 
of the war. She apparently dtecards 
mourning almost immediately, Cee % seen 
at a fashionable modiste’s me clothes 
she cannot afford. The tempter steps in, 
in the guise of a suave German agent, 
who offers to pay her well if she will act 
as a.spy. She consents without much re- 
luctance, and eventually worms out of a 
young English officer who is to accom- 
pany Lord Kitchener to Russia all the de- 
tails of the journey. The German agent 
who employs her thereupon exclaims, be- 
fore he dispatches the news abroad: ‘' The 
war has been won, and won by a woman! ”* 
Rasputin is shown in the wireless room at 
Tsarskoe Selo apparently communicating 
the information to Berlin. Orders are im- 
mediately sent out for the topedoing of the 
Hempshire, and the young officer whose 
indiscretion fs supposed to have led to the 


tragedy is drowned, as well as Lord Kitch- 
ener, 


If the producers of the film hoped to 
win Parliamentary approval by their 
exhibition, they did not succeed, ap- 
parently, for it is reported that on the 
completion of the picture “‘it was im- 
mediately obvious that the general im- 
pression was by no means favorable.” 
Some objected to the claim made in con- 
nection with the' tanks, while others 
questioned the authenticity of the story 
of ‘‘the betrayal.’’ The British Gov- 
ernment, it is Said, has opposed the 
public exhibition of the picture, the Lon- 
don County Council having gone so far 
as to prohibit its exhibition in any 
theatre within its jurisdiction, but it 
was stated at the showing that the 
French Government had asked for a 
copy for its archives.

An unusually interesting motion pic- 
ture about cuckoos has been shown in 
London, according to a report in The 
| Times. It was made by Edgar Chance 
and, besides including ‘‘ the first photo- 
graph ever taken of the cuckoo when 
| laying,’ resulted in “‘one or two new 
discoveries about the habits of the 
cuckoo.’ Although less than 1,000 feet 
in length, the film “illustrates the life 
of the cuckoo from the actual laying 
of the egg until the grown bird leaves 
the nest of its foster parents after 
murdering the other occupants." 

The friendly little cuckoo’s procedure, 


when laying an egg, is shown to be as 
follows: 


The cuckoo, at any rate when laying tn 
nests on the ground, actually sits on the 
nest Before laying the bird conceals her- 
self in a tree from which she can suit- 
ably survey the nest in which she intends 
to leave her egg: The trvws that were 
chosen during the present series of ob- 
servationss were at distances ranging from 
20 to 150 yards from the nest, according 
to the opportunity offered. The bird often 
sits motionless for hours looking at the 
nest in which she is going to deposit her 
egg. Then suddenly @ swoops down on 
the nest. As the \ alien approaches she 
picks up and holds in her beak one of the 
eggs already in the nest, and only then 
does she lay her own egg. She sits on the 
nest like a flash, and is rarely more than 
ten seconds laying her egg. Then she 


| backs out and flies away with the stolen 


egg in her beak, and returns to a neigh- 
boring tree to eat the stolen egg. 


What happens during and after the 
laying of the egg is also shown in the 
picture, according to the following de- 


| scription: 


The foster parents of the cuckeo’s eggs in 
this film are all meadow pipits or tit- 
larks. There are some excellent pictures 
of the rage of these birds when the cuckoo 
is depositing her unwanted egg in their 
home, and an interesting series show 
‘** close-up *’ views of the young cuckoo in 
its alien home. When two or three days 
old, although still blind, the cuckoo ejects 
from-the nest two young nestmates and an 
addled egg. The foster-mother does not 
seem to be in the least concerned at this 
violent treatment of her own children by 
the intruder, and the egg is actually tipped 
over the edge of the nest by the young 
cuckoo while the mother titlark is brood- 
ing the young.

Dr. Cabot on Truth in Music. 
The distinguished Boston physician, 
Richard C. Cabot, lectured the other 


or Truth in Literature and 
As to music he said, as re- 
ported by The Boston ‘Transcript: 

At first thought the idea of veracity 
seems distant enbdugh from that of 
creative art. Beauty seems its soul. 
In what possible sense would one ask 
veracity in a piece of music? Dr. 
Cabot said that he well remembered his 
surprise when he first noticed how much 
more cften artists praise pictures or 
musical compositions in terms of 
veracity, sincerity, solidity, than in 
of beauty. Every musician 
seemed to agree that Bach's music and 
MacDowell’s music is sineere, but, again 
what could the musicians

mean? 

‘They mean,’’.- Dr. Cabot said, ‘‘ that 
as he composes the sincere musician 
keeps his attention strictly upon the 
living reality which he aspires to pre- 
sent mn musical form. The composer, 
like the surgeon or the gardener, never 
feels that he is ‘ making up’ anything— 
or if he does he Knows that the product 
is trivial. As a ‘ pot boiler’ he may 
consent to do something of the sort, but 
when he is seriously at work the com- 
poser of music is drawing from Nature, 
staring hard at a reality which he 
strives faithfully to represent. His re- 
sult may not turn out what he wishes 
it were. It may not be taking or popu- 
lar. But his comfort is that, neverthe- 
less, his work is true. How could it be 
false? It would be false, if while he is 
composing he let himself think of pleas- 
ing an audience, of a striking effect, of 
sob stuff or heel tickling. For then he 
to the inner impulse of ad- 
miration out of which music comes in 
him, into -which it enters in apprecia- 
tive listeners.’’ 

That one lies in music for money, for 
pleasure, for approbation and approval 
just as in daily life, was Dr. Cabot’s 
assertion. Composers trick up sugary 
harmonies to feed a_ sensation-loving 
they scheme to amuse instead of 
expressing thelr own compelling mirth 
that others may share it and respond. 
But if the auditor understand the har- 
and melody he gets a truthful 
statement of the experience through 
which the composer has passed. Clap- 
trap in music is the use of well-worn 
machinery for producing emotion re- 
gardless of any genuine’ experience 
which the writer admires and wishes to 
convey. 

‘“Even the greatest composers some- 
times descend to employ it,’’ Dr. Cabot 
said. ‘' The end of some movements in 
Beethoven’s symphonies are pure clap- 
trap, turned on like a stale stage effect 
because Beethoven is tired of his job, 
has stopped composing and decided that 
he must get the piece done and the cur- 
tain down at any price. These endings 
are so transparently insincere that it is 
almost laughable. We gather up our 
wraps and start to go home because 
Beethoven has already left us, putting 
up a dummy to make, in his place, the 
bow and the final flourish for which he 
left. 

‘Of course I am not suggesting that 
true art is purely imitative, nor here 
praising what is called program music, 
that art of mimicking the songs of birds, 
the crash of thunder, or the bleating of 
sheep, which has to be explained to you 
on the printed program lest your breast 
should. expand with the wrong emotion. 
No, in the best music, the composer por- 
nothing more’ objective than his 
own experience, emotional experience, of 
course, though. not formless..not devoid 
of thought... But he does not Keep peeck- 
round to see what the audience 
thinks of him. Do you recall some of 
the late Renaissance pictures where wor- 
shippers are kneeling before the Holy 
Mother and her Child! Supposedly they 
are in fervent prayer, lost to all carnal 
but in fact they are looking 
toward the audience, as in for- 
eign churches one may see an absent- 
minded worshipper gazing curiously and 
unconcernedly about at visitors, though 
his lips form mechanically the words of 
a prayer. Such a falsity there is in 
much music. 

‘*Can any objective tests be given 
whereby we can recognize sincerity in 
music? Only in a very general and 

Whatever is sincere in 
art is individual, personal, and therefore 
unique. 3ecause of this it ought to 
sound somewhat strange to us at first. 
It ought not to fit in and be all under- 
stood and wholly liked at first hearing. 
It takes time to get tnto touch with, to 
Stretch our souls so that they can take 
it in. But cheap or insincere art can 
also spread a web of difficulty and com- 
plication over itself, so that-in our first 
experience of it we may be puzzled.

We cannot indefinitely use or 
destroy 26,000,000,000 cubic feet a year 
and grow only 6,000,000,000. We shall 
soon have to grow a much larger part 
of the 20,000,000,000 feet difference. 
Forest experiment stations are needed 
to find out and demonstrate how to 
grow this enormous volume of wood.” 

Eventually ten such stations, each 
with a technical staff of from six to 
twelve men, will be needed+five in the 
East, three in the Rocky Mountains, and 
two on the Pacific Coast. At the pres- 
ent time there are two stations in the 
East and one in the West, the others, 
through lack of funds, being reduced to 
a one-man basis. The proposed sta- 
tions are needed:

‘*I am most gratified at the results of 
my journey and I feel I have been re- 
paid many times over by the courtesy 
shown me everywhere, particularly by 
the women in the cities I have visited. I 
have studied the bills that have recently 
been passed here for women, and I am 
taking back with me many practical 
ideas. Of course, we have much ground 
to cover before we reach the stage of 
advancement that has been reached here, 
but we are building a solid foundation 
and are winning slowly. 

“‘I may be very old,’’ she said at 
parting, ‘‘ but I am very much alive and 
can do much fighting yet. I want you 
to see me so.”’ She arose and stood erect 
full of fire. In that mood she could 
well be the leader of the Japanese 
women. 


PEACE CONFERENCE OF 1867. 


By J. R. SATTERFIELD. 


N the early part of September, 1867, 
I was loitering in Geneva and 
learned from the newspapers that 
an International Peace Congress 
was soon to be held there. :As I 
had then recently seen some of the hor- 
rors of war in the war between the 
States, I was naturally in f€avor of 
peace. So I inquired into the matter 
and found that I could become a full- 
fledged member of the congress by pay- 
ing a very small sum for a card of mem- 
bership. Having secured my creden- 
tials I joined the rest of the members 
in what was called the Electoral Palace. 
The flags of all nations were draped 
about the building. Instead of a gavel 
the Chairman used a little bell. 


Edgar Quinet, the exiled Frenchman, 
was a member and made a speech which 
was loudly applauded. There was a let- 
ter, dated at London, from Louis Blanc, 
another exiled Frenchman. The Fenian, 
the Sinn Feiner of that day, wanted 
peace, but he wanted the independence 
of Ireland first. The representatives of 
the German States and principalities 
which had been absorbed into the Ger- 
man Empire the year before were there, 
and they wanted peace after they had 
settled scores with Bismarck and Kaiser 
Wilhelm. 


The Frenchman was there, and wanted 
peace only after the dethronement of 
Louis Napoleon, and one Frenchman 
became so mich excited that he rushed 
forward with the avowed purpose of 
snatching the eagles from the French 
flag and was only quieted by one of 
his countrymen who told him that the 
eagles would come off the flag when 
the Government was changed. And 
Garibaldi was there, and spoke in his 
famous uniform, red shirt and gray 
trousers, without a coat and with a 
belt on which he doubtless hung his 
sword when he went from the con- 
gress, on his way home, and made war 
against the Pope. He was very anx- 
ious to have peace after he had suc- 
ceeded in adding the Papal States to 
the Kingdom of Italy. He said the 
union of Italy had been the dream of 
his life. And thus it went on, and all 
who spoke wanted peace, but they want- 
ed to whip somebody first. On the third 
day some of the members were so vio- 
lent in their speeches against the neigh- 
boring States that the authorities of 
Geneva invited the congress to leave, 
and they adjourned, to meet a few days 
later at Berne. 


As I passed on, I never knew whether 
they met again or not.. This experience 
of mine, more than fifty years ago, has 
caused me to have very little faith in 
the prospect of international peace, but 
I hope something may be accomplished 
in thet direction now, .

The Etchings of Lepere. 

About two years ago a large exhibition 
of the etchings of Auguste Lepére was 
held at the Knoedler Galleries. This 
month another group embracing nearly 
every etching done by Lepére is on view. 
The collection is one that belonged to

Unfortunately, back of this there fs a 
gold reserve of only 250,000 pounds— 
roughly $1,040,000. The bulk of the 
Turkish gojd reserve was taken to Ber- 
lin during the war, and has since been 
transferred to Paris. Nevertheless, the 
Turkish pound remains the most respect- 
able currency in Southeastern Europe. 

The Turkish bonded debt amounts to 
something more than 166,000,000 Turkish 
pounds—something less than $700,000,000 
at par value. If Anatolia and Constanti- 
nople were decently administered, this 
would be no heavy burden on the re- 
sources of the country; but the Turkish 
program demands the removal of all 
foreign control. What the debt would 
be, what the revenue would be, what the 
paper currency would be, with the Turks 
left to themselves, is a pleasant specu- 
lation.

Prominent Clergymen Testify in 
Support of Bill Which Includes 
Federal Marriage Regulation 


FAVY the Constitution ef the 
United Btates be amended so as to 
give to Congress the power “to 
establish and enforce by appropri- 
ate legislation uniform laws as to 

fmarriage and divorce?’’ is the preposal 
how being considered by a subcommit- 
tee ef the Benate Committee on Judl- 
elary. The resolution which proposes a 
twentieth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution was intreduced in the Sen- 
mte by Senator Wesley In Jones of 
‘Washington, The subcommittee which 
fas the proposition under tmmediate 
consideration, composed of Samuel M. 
Shortridge of California, Chairman; 
William i, Borah of Idaho and John K, 
Ghields ef Tennessee, has already held 
fhearings on the proposed amendment. 
‘The testimony of all the witnesses in 
the first printed report of the hearings 
favors the amendment. These witnesses, 
‘Yor the most part distinguished clergy- 
imen from various sections of the coun- 
try, do not take the position that "' once 
married always married ’’ should be the 
‘yule in America, but give it as their 
pinion that marriage and divorce 
ghould be regulated by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in such manner as to minimize 
existing conflict of laws in the various 
Btates and for the establishment of a 
gnoral standard below which no State in 
the Federal Union may go. 


A perusal of the official stenographic | 


reports of the testimony so far given 
before the committee discloses many in- 
teresting assertions by those who advo- 
cate the submission of the proposed 
amendment to the several States, as, 
for instance: 

1—Taking the United States as a 
whole, there are about thirty-five differ- 
ent causes for absolute divorce, 

8—While the population of the country 
between 1886 and 1906 increased 60 pcr 
cent., the divorces increased 160 per 
cent., and to this day the ratio of di- 
vorces to the population continues.

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SCHOOLING OF BOYS 


College Dean Calls Scout Movement “Most 
Significant Educational Contribution” 


By JAMES E. RUSSELL, 


Dean ef Teachers College, Columbia 
University. 


SURVEY of American education 
does not disclose much evidence 
of a controlling desire’'to pro- 
mote patriotic service. Indeed, 
if one were to confine. one’s at- 

tention to the work of the schools, par- 
ticularly of the public schools, where, if 
enywhere, one might expect to find the 
most direct efforts toward teaching the 
duties of citizenship, surprise and dis- 
eppointment would follow. 

Teachers there are, in great numbers, 
who see the future man or woman in 
their pupils, and who labor unceasingly 
to fortify them against their day of 
need; but the test that passes pupils 
from grade to grade does not take into 
account growth in character or moral | 
strength. The work of teachers is 
judged primarily by what their pupils | 
know. The virtues and vices of our | 
future citizens are a sealed book which 
our educational authorities do not open 
to inspection. The State seems to have 
overlooked the fact that intellectual 
power is as great an asset to the crook 
as to the honest man. Public safety, 
therefore, calls for more than the 
schools are officially encouraged to give. 





Education, however, is not wholly a

Consider for a moment the time 
Problem. Our children are in school at 
riost five hours a day, five days in the 
week, for forty weeks in the year—a 
total of 1,000 hours. The average child

day for 365 days in the year—a total of 


5,475 hours. Any way you reckon at, i 
the normal child is receptive, getting | 


impressions, using ideas, reaching con- 
clusions, fixing habits, organizing his 
modes of behavior, which, Professor | 
James said, is education, four hours out- | 
side of school for every hour spent in | 
school, * 

Next consider what the child is re- 
quired to learn in school. First, to read, | 
write and spell correctly and speak 
grammatically a language almost as 
foreign to the child and as artificial at | 
the time as any alien tongue; second, to 
learn numbers and their manipulation 
in a way that does not appeal to him, 
because beyond his needs, and to an ex- 
tent that often surpasses belief; third, 
to learn something of history and litera- 


ture, which may or may not be amena- | 


ble to reason; fourth, to become familiar 
with certain elements of geography and 
natural science, which may or may not 
be elementary or natural or science, 
fifth, to dabble in music, art, handwork, 
cooking, sewing and a variety of sub- 
jects more or less dependent upot 
whims of School boards and the pr 
ences of teachers. If to this showing o 
what is ordinarily»regarded as essential 
you add the ‘“ deadwood’’ that has 
floated into our schools on the stream 
of tradition and remained there, be- 
cause of the conservatism of teachers 
and the wisdom of college Faculties, you 
have a very formidable collection of ma- 
terials which custom decrees shall be 
packed away somewhere and somehow 
in a child’s cranium. 

In the third place, consider how much 
of a tcacher’s time the average child 
gets in a schvol day. In our rural un- 
graded schools the teacher may have 
from fifteen to forty different classes 
in a five or six hour day. When such a 
school has six or eight groups—not an 
uncommon.  occurrence—the hours of 
schooling become minutes, and not many 
of them. Our Commissioner of Educa- 
tion reports that ‘‘if every minute of 
the five-hour school day could be used 
for recitations the recitations would 
have an average of nine and one-half 
minutes each.’’ Then turn to our city 
schools, with their classes of forty to 
sixty pupils ranged in rows, disciplined 
to silence, worked in teams. How many 
minutes a day does the average child’ 
get for personal contact with the teach- 
er? How much time is given him for 
reflection on what he learns and for its 
assimilation into his spiritual life? What 
per cent. of efficiency should be ex- 
pected from his work?

ministration of our schools. Note that 
our rural teachers are but little older 
than their eldest pupils, with little more 
training for their work than the schools 
give in which they teach; that the 
teachers in our city schools are mostly 
young women who can be forced to 
work for less than the wage of street 
cieaners or of the cooks in our kitchen; 
that few of our Principals and Superin- 
tendents have had any professional 
training whatever, although we live in 
a generation that requires trained phy- 
sicians, trained lawyers, trained en- 
gineers,, even trained veterinarians to 
look after our hogs and horses and 
cattle and lapdogs;.and that the State 
entrusts the management of the larg- 
est, most far-reaching and expensive 
department of civil government to 
Boards of Directors with little knowl- 
edge of child nature or school work or 
social needs. What wonder that school 
funds are squandered in this country 
by the millions of dollars annually, that 
teaching is regarded as a trade rather | 
than a profession, and that there is 
widespread dissatisfaction with the re-| 
sults of schooling! It is providential, 
however, that guardian angels keep} 
watch over children and fools, other- | 
wise the pupils in our schools and we} 
who send them there would long ago | 
have come to ruin. The truth is that, | 
however badly our children do, it is safe | 
to say that their teachers do worse; and, 
bad’ as teaching is, the administration | 
of our schools is worse still. |

Record of the Republicans a the Last 
Campaign Still an Issue 


New York, Dec. 5, 1921. 
®o the Editor of The New York Times: 

I would be lacking in appreciation if 
I uttered the slightest complaint of 
the review with which last Sunday's 
Times honored my book. The courtesy, 
fairness and even kindness of the re 
viewer were beyond criticism in so far 
as it was a review. But when he 46 
ably and, if his assumptions are true, 
go successfully undertakes to present 
his own argument on the opposing side 
of the question discussed, I am con- 
strained to request of THe Times the 
privilege of offering a few paragraphs 
in rebuttal. 

When he admits that “it may be 
fairly conceded that the author has 
thus far proved his contention that, 
judged by all recognized standards of 
party opinion and party action, the Re- 
publican Party, at the beginning of the 
campaign, at least, stood committed in 
ease of victory at the polls to some form 
of league or association with the other 
mations of the world,’’ and then goes 
on to base his entire argument upon the 
assumption that the evidence applied 
only to June and not to October and 
early November, he gives his case 
completely away. For it was not in 
June, but on Oct. 14, only a little more 
than two weeks before the election, 
when the three pre-eminent Republican 
leaders, Hughes, Root and Taft, ad- 
vised the election of Harding as the 
surest road to our entry into the League. 

It was not in June only, but also in 
October, when the three most popular 
candidates for the Republican nomina- 
tion, Wood, Lowden, Hoover, held out 
the same inducement. It was on Oct. 
28, less than a week preceding the elec- 
tion, when, before the Young Republican 
Club in Carnegie Hall, Calvin Coolidge 
was (as reported in THE TIMES) com- 
pelled to wait in silence until the ap- 
plause had subsided after a similar 
declaration of hope for the League. A 


alaxy of great Republican names could 
care be recalled as authors of the same 
urging all through the campaign. 

As late as July even Senator Lodge 
wrote to George R. Bishop of New 
York: “The passage you quote from 
my letter (i. e., a prior one wherein the 
Senator described his efforts to get the 
treaty ratified) represented my opinion 
then and represents it now * * * Of 
course, the resolution about the League 
in our platform does not repudiate what 
we have done.” 

It was not in June only, but up to 
the day when the votes were cast, that 
great Republican newspapers, such as 
The New York Tribune, The Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger, Boston Herald, Cin- 
cinnati Times-Star, Washington Herald, 
Chicago Daily News, St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat and The Los Angeles Times, 
upported Harding with the same 

ague of Nations promise. 


The record of the party, more com- 


pelling in its influence upon the voter’s 
decision than platform or leaders’ prom- 
ises, all the record it ever had upon 
this question, comprised the defeat of 
all the amendments and the worst reser- 
vations (including the destructive Reed 
reservation), and the Senate vote twice 
given in favor of our entry into the 
League of Nations with the Lodge-Mc- 
Cumber compromise reservations, in sub- 
stitution for and improvement upon the 
original ‘‘ Lodge’’ reservations, 

- It was all through the campaign, not- 
ably on Aug. 28, and in the last week 
in October (in fact, in his every pub- 
lic address), that Senator Harding gave 


solemn promise of some effective as- 
sociation of nations for the preservation 
of peace, and in all his speeches (not 
excepting the only partially and very 
unfairly reported speech at Des Moines), 
the invariable companion of the associ- 
ation proposal was its possible alterna- 
tive, the existing League amended or re- 
vised, ‘‘if it has been so entwined and 
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interwoven into the peace of Europe 
that its good must be preserved.” 

The question would thus seem to be, 
has it been so entwined and interwoven? 
If the answer is yes, then there would 
properly follow some vital association 
with the existing League. If the 
answer is no, then the pledge would re- 
quire that we enter some other effective 
union with other nations for the preven- 
‘tion of war, 

The party record and platform, the 
Republican candidate for President and 
the Republican leaders generally (with 
the lonely Johnson and Borah loudly 


yrotesien) united in a solemn pledge to 
he voters to lead the country into some 
adequate form of union of nations for 
the preservation of peace. Not to fulfill 
that pledge will be nothing less than a 
betrayal of the people who responded 
to that appeal with their votes. I am 
not one to believe that President Har- 
ding will betray the people who honored 
him with their votes. 

But there are six million voters we 
have overlooked! The Democrats and 
Independent Republicans who, in the 
interests of the League as they under- 
stood it, voted for the opposing candi- 
date are also American citizens, and 
their votes must be added to the man- 
date of the people that we do our part 
in association with other nations to give 
adequate assurance to mankind that, at 
least in anything approaching the mag- 
nitude in which this generation has suf- 
fered it, there shall be no mofe war.

HOUSE REAPPORTIONMENT 


Cornell University, Nov. 22, 1921. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To discuss further the reapportionment 
question with Professor Huntington, 
who recurs to the subject in your issue 
of Nov. 13, seems unwise. We look 
upon the technical questions {nvolved so 
differently that neither of us apparently 
meets the other’s arguments. 

On one point, however, a word may 
be added. He favors asking Congress 
to refer the question to the National 
Academy of Sciences; I do not. The 
reasons for my opinion may be of some 
general interest, and to that aspect of 
the matter I will confine my attention. 
It can best be explained by outlining 
the present situation and how it arose. 

About twenty years ago the prepara- 
tion of apportionment tables based on 
the census of 1900 was assigned to our 
division of the Census Office. The ta- 
bles were prepared by each of the three 
methods which had been used in pre- 
ceding apportionmenta, No one set was 


satisfactory, and Congress reached its 
conclusion by combining certain features 
of one set with certain features of 
another. Following the lengthy discus- 
sion from the House gallery as I did, I 
was left with the opinion that Congreas, 
though using a procedure theoretically 
indefensible, had in the end done sub- 
stantial justice to the several States. 
Ten years later the same problem 
arose. In anticipation of it I had de- 
vised a slight improvement of the 
method advocated by Webster in 1831, 
and had thus removed certain imperfec- 
tions which had proved a stumbling 
block to Congress. Meantime, the Cen- 
sus Bureau, with which I then had no 
connection, had devised a novel method 


LAKE AND OCEAN SHIPPING 


Albany, Dec. 6, 1921. 
fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the various discussions which I 
have seenin THE Times relative to the 
St. Lawrence Ship Canal project, I have 
failed to discover any data showing the 
relative costs of the various types of 
vessels used in water transportation. 
This appears to me to be a very impor- 
tant factor and one that must be con- 
sidered before any action is taken 
which would bind the United States to 
participate with the Canadian Govern- 
ment in constructing this proposed 
waterway. 

The construction cost of a 10,000 ton 
ecean vessel is $1,500,000, while the cost 
of a lake steamer with the same capac- 
ity is but $400,000 or, at the very most, 
$600,000. The cost of a barge fleet such 
as used on the New York State Canal 
System today and consisting of three 
consort barges of steel construction and 
one two barge is from $140,000 to $175,- 
000, and this fleet will move from 2,000 
to 2,300 tons of freight. 

Another item is the cost of operation. 
An ocean vessel requires a crew of 50 
men, a lake steamer, a crew of 30 and 


@ barge fleet, a crew of ten. The in- 
surance premium on an ocean vessel is 
between $45,000, and $50,000, while the 
imsurance premium on a lake steamer 
ig but $15,000. 

The ocean cargo vessel is designed 
with high hatch coamings and with the 
hatches located some distance apart. 
This hinders loading and the operation 
is further complicated by the loading 
machinery, opérating machinery and 
deckhouses, which are located amid- 
ships. The lake steamer is designed 
with, anywhere from 30 to 88 hatches, 
close together and with deckhouses 
located at the bow and stern. The 
ocean vessel with a capacity of 12,000 
tons has a draught of 22 or more feet, 
owing to the convex hull which is de- 
manded on account of conditions en- 
countered on the high seas. The lake 
steamer with the same carrying capac- 
ity has a draught of 19 feet, and is of 
the flat bottom type. As a result of this 
difference in design the lake steamer 
could not, even if it were constructed 
on the heavy lines of the ocean carrier, 
make sucvessful voyages on the ocean, 
as it would be bound to break up. 

Every water carrier is designed with 
particular regard for the conditions it 
‘will encounter. As a result the lake 
steamers now carry coal. from Lake 
Erie to Duluth, Minn., a distance of 
1,000 miles for 50 cents a ton. The ocean 
vessels carry coal between Norfolk and 
Boston, a distance cf but 500 miles, 
for from $1.10 to $1.50 a ton. One of 
the items which make this low lake 
rate possible is the existence of the 

lendid terminal machinery found in 

reat Lake ports. This is so modern 
and efficient that a 12,000 ton steamer 
has been fully leaded with iron ore in 
exactly 16 minutes and unlvaded in 3 
hours and 5 minutes. It is impossible, 
on account of the vessel's design, as 
pointed out above, to load or unload 
an ocean cargo steamer in this record 
time, even with the modern devices 
that have been provided. 

These are but a few of the facts re- 
lating to water transportation that must 
be considered in connection with the 
ship canal proposal. They, however, 
show  conclusivel that no ocean 
stamer will navigate the canal if 
it is constructed. The cost would be 
too great and the rates much higher 
than those charged at present, even with 
two handlings of freight, such as we 
now have over the Barge Canal. One 
must also take into account the time 
made by the carriers. An ocean vessel 
moving up a ship canal, such as the St. 
Lawrence would be, could not maintain 
@ speed of over 4 to 6 miles an hour. 
It would take just 12 days for this ves- 
wel to go from the mouth of the river 
to Lake Ontario and during this time 
it would have to pay the same insurance 
rates and maintain the same crew as 
are required while on the high seas. In 
addition the ship would have to take on 

pay the wages of three pilots, ow- 
ing to the fact t the ocean navigator 
does not hold a pilot’s license for the 

Great Lakes. Barge fleets on the Erie 
Canal make the same time between But- 
falo and New York City while independ- 
ent units can and have made the same 
oP in four days and sixteen hours.

steamers has claimed that he could 
navigate his vessel through the ship 
canal to one of the Canadian ports and 
obtain any advantage. On the other 
hand there is plenty of evidence to show 
that even if the ship canal is  con- 
structed it will be found that barges 
will be most suitable for the moving 
of freight on any long, restricted, in- 
land canal.

TYRONE AND 


New York, Nov. 24, 1921. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was greatly interested in the inter- 
view with W. Copeland Trimble, “ pro- 
prietor of The Enniskillen Impartial 
Reporter and President of the Irish 
Newspaper Owners’ Association.” He 
spoke as a Unionist, and from the 
Northeast Ulster viewpoint, on the pres- 
ent negotiations and the situation in 
Ireland. 

He says: ‘‘ The Prime Minister is now 
apparently trying to induce Ulster to do 
two things which she could not possi- 
bly do—to give up Tyrone and Fer- 
managh and to submit her present in- 
dependence to a controlling power in 
Dublin.” 

In that matter Mr. Trimble may know 
the Premier’s intentions; I do not; but, 
I do know the visiting editor is in error 
in this statement which follows: “ The 
giving up of Tyrone and Fermanagh is 
sought on the ground that there is a 
Roman Catholic majority in those two 
counties, yet these Catholics have not 
supported Sinn Fein. The whole atmos- 
phere of these counties, professionally 
and commercially, is Unionist.’’ 

The discussion regarding these two 


‘counties being included in the six- 
county government (under the Partition 
act) does not turn on “ religion,’’ but 
on the political views of the majority of 
the voters. 

Now, what are those views, as ex- 
pressed at the ballot box under British 
law and armed protection and super- 
vision? ‘The answer to that question 
from the official records will indicate to 
Americans whether, as Mr. Trimble 
says, “the whole atmosphere of these 
counties, professionally and commer- 
cially, is Unionist,” assuming, of course, 
that the professional and commercial 
“atmosphere” is not wholly hostile to 
the majority of the people it envelops. 

The first test is in the general Parlia- 
mentary elections of December, 1918. 
In eight seats, in the nine counties of 
Ulster, an arrangement was made be- 
tween the Republican (Sinn Fein) and 
the Nationalist Party to prevent the 
Unionists winning on a minority vote; 
in Fermanagh (south) this was done. 

Here is the total county vote for 
Fermanagh (north and south): Self- 
Determination (Sinn Fein and WNa- 
tionalist), 13,041; Unionist, 11,292; 
percentage of votes, 54 to 46. Not 
much of a “whole Unionist atmos- 
phere” here! , 

Let us see Tyrone (northeast, north- 
west and south): Self-Determination. 
30,142; Unionist, 24,993; percentage of 
votes, 55 to 45. Still no ‘“ Unionist 
atmosphere ’’ of the total kind, or even 
of a majority color. 

In the municipal and urban elections. 
January, 1920, the résult in Tyrone and 
Fermanagh was more atrikosty i 
publican. In the County Council elec- 
tions, June, 1920: Tyrone, for the Re- 
public, 15 seats; Unionist, 11; Fer- 
managh, 11 for Republic; Unionist, 9; 
and in all of Ulster that year, 612 seats 
for Republic; 87 for Unionists. Still 
but a slight “ atmosphere.” 

And in all Ireland, that year, the Re- 
publican-Nationalists carried 88.4 per 
cent. of the County Council seats; in 
Ulster making the result 31 Republican- 
Nationalist to 19 Unionists, and 5 an 
even result. 

In the rural District Council elections, 
June, 1920, the result in Tyrone was, 
out of 122 seats, the Republic and Selt- 
Determinationists won, combined, 70; 
the Unionists, 52. 

In Fermanagh the result was, out of 
79 seats, Republic-Self-Determination 41 
to 88 Unionists. 

In all Ulster, in these rural elections, 


believed to have certain theoretical ad- 
vantages. These two methods were laid 
before the House committee, and the 
major fraction method or improved 
Webster method was adopted without 
dissent or discussion in committee or 
Congress. 

For the pending apportionment the 
Bureau of the Census has submitted 
tables prepared according to the same 
method. A bill based on these tables 
passed the House at the last session 
after a discussion in which still another 
method, an improvement on the one re- 
jected by Congress in 1910, had been 
proposed in a letter from Professor 
Huntington to the Census Committee. 
Before the close of the session, when 
that bill died, the question of method 
was referred to an advisory committee 
by the Director of the Census, Its 
report endorsed the novel method on 
technical grounds, but refused to treat 
the question of precedents as within its 
field of attention. This report, I believe, 
has been ignored by Senate and House. 
No mention of it was made in the re- 
cent report of the House committee or 
in the protracted discussion of that re- 
port in the House last month, at the 
end of which the recommendation of the 
committee was rejected. 

It is now suggested by Professor 
Huntington that the question of method 
should again be referred by Congress 
to an outside body, this time the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, for an au- 
theritative opinion. To that procedure 
I have no objection, but see no* reason 
to suppose that a report from 
would receive from Congress more at- 
tention than it has given to the report 
of the advisory committee. Partly for 
that reason, partly because I think no 
such recommendation has a chance of 
adoption, and partly because I am fully 
satisfied with the present situation, I 
have not joined in urging such a refer- 
ence,. though I have taken no step to 
oppose it. Congress has always jealous- 
ly kept control over the question of 
method, even when, as in 1850, it em- 
powered the Secretary of the Interior 
to make the attual apportionment. In 
the last two apportionments, for almost 
the first time since 1790, Congress and 
its committees have given practically no 
heed to the method of apportionment, 
but have confined their discussions to 
the reasons for and against increasing 
the size of the House, a far more im- 
portant matter. I have yet to hear of 
one member of Congress who believes in 
any other than the major fraction or 
improved Webster method. This, I think, 
is a distinct gain.

WILSON AND ARMENIA, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Although I greatly admire Theodore 
Roosevelt, still it is necessary to point 
out that he erred in his accusation, 
which a writer quotes today in your 
columns, against Woodrow Wilson, as 
follows: . 

‘‘He has stood by without a single 
throb of his cold heart, without the 
least quickening of his tepid pulse, while 
the Turk inflicted on the Armenian 
and the Syrian Christians wrong which 
would have blasted the memory of At- 
tila, and he has claimed credit for ‘his 
neutral indifference to their sufferings.” 


Woodrow Wilson was frien to the 
Armenian cause even before Oe dewtie 


to the Presidency. During the war 
President Wilson expressed his sym- 
pathy for the Armenians whenever the 
opportunity arose. On Dec. 14, 1916, 
President Wilson said to an Armenian 
deputation: 


‘“* We have tried to do what was pos- 
sible to save your people from the rav- 
ages of the war. My great regret is that 
we have been able to accomplish so 
little. There have been many suffer- 
ing peoples as a result of this terrible 
struggle, but the lot of none has touched 
the American heart more than the suf- 
fering of the Armenians.” 

He told Rabbi Stephen Wise, in June, 
1917, that: ‘‘ When the war will be 
ended, there are two lands that will 
never go back to the Mohammedan 
Apache. One is Christian Armenia, and 
the other is Jewish Palestine. Peace 
without the liberation of these two coun- 
tries will not be accomplished save over 
as dead body.’’ 

n reply to the Right Reverend Phili 
M. Rhinelander, on Nov. 29, 1918, Presi- 
dent Wilson wrote: ‘‘Let me assure you 
of my profound interest in eve a 
that affects the Armenian people. 
hope with all my heart that it may be 
possible for me to serve them in some 
substantial. way.” 

And in his address at Mechanics’ Hall, 
Boston, Mass., on Feb. 24, 1919, Presi- 
dent Wilson said: ‘‘ Have you thought 
of the sufferings of Armenia? You 
poured out your money to help succor 
the Armenians after they suffered; now 
set your strength so that they shall 
never suffer again.’’

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DANTE AND ITALY’S BORDER 


Signor Tittoni Replies to Criticism of an 
Address Made Here 


By TOMMASO TITTONI 


Rome, Nov. 2, 1921. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A few days ago a copy of THm New 
York Times of Oct. 26 reached me in 
which appeared a letter from Mr. 
Richard Lindner who pretends to cor- 
rect my interpretation of a passage 
from Dante contained in a lecture de- 
livered by me at Williamstown Aug. 4 
last. 

I appeal to your customary imparti- 
ality for the following reply to Mr. 
Lindner’s assertions. 

* Mr. Lindner is in the habit of medl- 
tating at length before the writing, as it 
seems, for not until two months after 
I had delivered my lecture at Williams- 
town, and about a month after I had 
left America, did he resolve to take up 


his pen and make his objections, 

If his meditation had only lasted a 
month, I should have still been in 
America and I could have answered my 
opponent on the spot. As it is, first 
‘lHs New York TIMES and then my 
— have to cross the ocean. 

With regard to the question involved 
Mr. Lindner pretends that the verses 
of Dante 

Suso in Italia bella giace un laco 

Appie’ dell’Alpe che serra Lamagna 

Sovra Tiralli ed ha nome Benaco, 


should be interpreted in the sense that 
rot the Alps but the foot of the Alps 
shut in Germany, and that therefore, 
pogording to Dante, it is the shore of 

ake carda which is the northern 
boundary of Italy, and that, therefore, 
by quoting Dante as having prophesied 
the future frontiers of Italy, 
terpreted him. 

I shall easily prove, however, that Mr. 
Lindner has inverted the case, and that 
he and not I is the one who has errone- 
ously interpreted Dante’s verses. 

Let us see—‘*‘ Appie dell’ Alpe che serra 
Lamagna.”’ What is it that shuts in 
Germany? It evidently must be the 
range of the Alps and not the foot. The 
relative pronoun ‘‘ che’’ cannot but re- 
fer to a noun—the Alps—and not to “‘ ap- 
pie,”’ which is an adverb—meaning at 
the feet. 

There may be a certain ambiguity in 
Longfellow’s translation, as he uses the 
possessive case, and whose rendering 
of this passage is as follows: ‘* At the 
Alps’s foot that shuts in Germany.” 
While the literal translation should be: 
“At the feet of the Alps that shut in 
Germany.’”’ 

However, were the meaning of this 
line of Dante not clear—which is not 
the case—every doubt ought to be ban- 
ished by the following words of the 
next line, ‘‘ sovra Tiralli.’"’ Where is 
l’Alpe che serra Lamagna? Sovra Ti- 
ralli_that is to say, ‘‘ north of Tiralli"’ 
—and what was Tiralli? It was not the 
Tyrolese region, but the fortified town 
and castle from which the region de- 
rived its name, it being the seat of the 
Counts of ‘Tiralli, who held sway over 
it. Indeed, one of Dante’s oldest com- 
mentators, Talica da Ricaldone, in 1474, 
thus described the town: ‘ Tiralli est 
contrata ultra Trentum inter confinia 
Italiae et Alamaniae unde adhuc dicun- 
tur comites Tiralli.’’ The exact situation 
of Tiralli (today known as Castel Ti- 
rolo) is between Bolzano and Merano. 
Therefore it {s absolutely clear that the 
Italian frontier must be north of Bol- 
zano and Merano—in other words, at 
the Brennero. 

My colleague, Senator Guido Mazzoni, 
had already before me clearly reas- 
sumed the situation in the following 
words, which form part of an article 
published in the Archivio dell’ Alto 
Adige: 

‘“* What was Tiralll for Dante? If we 
take up the chronicles of Giovanni Vil- 
lani we shall learn that in 1377 Charles, 
Emperor of Bohemia, ‘ arse e dibrucio’ 
il borgo e la terra di Buzzano e puose 
l’'assedio a Ticalli,”’ and Vittorio Bel- 
ho comments, ‘ Tirolo, ‘Tiralli, Te- 
riolis is a castle at the head of the 
Valley of the Adige, which gives the 
name to the entire region, belonging 
to the powerful house of Merania.’’ 
In fact, from that castle, situated on 
the left of the road leading from 
Bolzano to Merano, a village today 
takes its name Fe ag » and one can 
easily see how from e ancient seat 
of its owners (Tiralli, Terioli, Tirolli 
the whole surrounding region woul 
take its name. 

Thus also for Francesco Buti ‘ The 
Alps shut in Germany above 2a town 
which is called Tiralli..”” For Ben- 
venuto from Tirola the Alps themselves 
are ‘‘in confinio inter Alemaniam et 
Italian sopra Tiralli qui est unus 
comitatus in introitu. Alemanige.’’, 

For Dante the boundary which shuts 
in Germany was north of the region 
owned by the Counts of Tyrol and this 
natural boundary is constituted by the 


I misin- 


Alps. 

And this opinion of Dante with regard 
to the northern boundary of Italy, that 
is the Brennsro, is constantly reaf- 
firmed. In a treatise published by the 
Society for the Study of Trento by name 
‘‘Per la verita e pel diritto d'Italia,” 
one reads: ‘‘ Shortly after-the middle of 
the fourteenth century, the geographer 
to whom we owe the first modern de- 
scription of the Italian region (Italia Il- 
lustrata) printed by his son Gaspare in 
1474 in Rome, Flavio Biondo, returning 
to the traditions of the Augustean age 
assigns as a boundary to Italy the crest 
of the Alps or at least the crest of the 
highest range which Petrarch, describ- 
ing his trip across the Brennero into Ger- 
many calls ‘ the rigid frontier of Italy.’ ”’ 
This opinion, also shared by Leandro 
Alberti (Descrittione de tutta Italia 
1550), who calls Bolzano and Merano 
‘‘castelli posti in Italia,’’ is clearly 
expressed by Glovanni Magini, author 
of the first Map of Italy (1598). 

Lieut. Col. Adami (I Confini d’Italia) 
recalls the verses of the crations of 
Pindmonte: 

Goda di te Lamagna o Francis prima 
Del Moncenisio o del Brennero il balzo 
Tra te sorga e Italia. 
and Guicciardini (Opere inedite X vol.) 
also places the frontier of Italy at the 
source of the Adige. ‘‘ Nasce }’ Adige 
sopra Trento nelle Alpi che dividono 
Lamagna dall’ Italfa.’’ In this respéct 

ll the commentators of Dante agree, 
and I may be allowed, therefore, with- 
out further quotations, to unite with 
them in holding that Dante has assigned 
the Alps above Tiralli—that is to sa 
beyond what is now “ Castel Tirolo ’— 
between Bolzano and Merano—as the 
northtrn frontier of Italy. 

Mr. Lindner, however, goes on, ‘‘ In 
order to satisfy Senator Tittoni,’’ to give 
the most fantastic interpretation that 
ever was heard of the well-known verse 
of the first canto of the ‘‘ Inferno.’’ 

E sua nazione sara tra Feltro a Feltro, 


He holds (and he is the first and only 
cne among the numerous commentators 
of Dante) that this verse, combined with 
the ones that describe e Garda, 
signifies that in Dante’s mind Italy ex- 
tended only from the shores of this 
lake to the ancient Papal States. I shall 
quote his words: ‘In Dante’s vision 
the Italian nation shall be bounded 
north by the Benaco and the Alps foot- 
hills, south by the Papal States ruled 
from Rome.”’ 

This is a piece of pure fancy—Dante 
never conceived such an extraordinary 
notion. Of these verses relating to the 
Veltro, the symbolic hound which shall 
destroy the wolf and whose nation will 
lie ‘'twixt Feltro and Feltro, five differ- 
ent interpretations have been given, 
none of which admit of Mr. Lindner’s 
queer conclusions: 

1. The Veltro, according to Giovanni 
Boccaccio, who confesses, however, that 
Dante’s prophecy is obscure, is none 
other than Christ Himself who will re- 
turn to judge the livi and the dead 
and whose birth took place under poor- 
est conditions (tra feltro e feltro). 

2. The Veltro for others is Benedict 
XI., born between the town of Feltro 
and the region of. Feltre; the Veltro 
(hound) was the symbol of the order to 
which he belonged, and Dante may have 
indicated the symbol for the person as 
he has done in the well-known verses of 
the Seventh Canto of the Purgatorio: 

Non le fara si bella sepoltura 

La vipera che l’ Melanese accampa 

Come avria fatto il gallo di Gallura. 

3. The Veltro, again, is Uguccione 
della Faggiola, whose castle was situ- 
ated between the cities Feltriche di 
Macerata and San Leo, interpre- 


tation is upheld by Carlo Troya and has 
found no following. 

4. For others the Veltro is Can Grande 
della Scala, master of Verona, and the 
lines would mean in other words: be- 
tween Feltre and Montefeltre; that is, 
between the Marca Trivigiana and Ro- 
magna, and it would apply not to 
Verona only but to all of Lombardy, of 
which Verona was considered a part 
(for in the Seventeenth Canto of Para- 
diso Dante calls Can Grande—some say 
he refers to his older brother, Bartolo- 
meo, who was before him master of 
Verona—‘“‘ il gran Lombardo ’’). 


None of the foregoing interpretations 
can justify Mr. Lindner’s strange and 
absurd assertion and least of all the 
last (which seems to be the one pre- 
ferred by him), according to which 
Dante would have simply in those well- 
known lines indicated the boundaries of 
Lombardy and not those of Italy. 

5. The last critical treatises on Dante’s 
works, however, which have appeared in 
Italy (those of Vandelli, Passerini and 
Torraca) and as such reassume_ the 
latest and most exhaustive studies in 
the field of Dantesque interpretation 
concur in accepting the lNteral rendering 
of ‘tra feltro 6 feltro,"” excluding thus 
any allusion to the town of Feltre or 
Montefeltro or others. In other words, 
Dante is supposed to have prophesied 
the — of a savior of mankind, 
cither religious or political * * # 
either Pope or Emperor, some time in 
the future. 

Which, however, does not exclude that 
he may subsequently have seen him per- 
sonified in some leader of the Ghib- 
elhines, his ge eggs This is Pro- 
fessor Liau’s opinion. He does nothing 
but repeat in substance the Virgilian 
prophecies, already cited by him, ‘' Nas- 
cerai de bella origine il Cesare Troiano.”’ 
Dante’s prophecy is undefined and as 
such is repeated in the Twenty-third 
Canto of the Purgatorio (himself call- 
ing it an enigma): 

Nel quale un cinque cento dieci e cinque, 

Messo di Dio, ancidera la fuia 

Con quel gigante che con lei delinque. 


But a decisive argument in this de- 
bated question is the one presented by 
Corrado Ricci, who in his learned work 
on the ‘‘ Ultimo Rifugio di Dante’”’ 
quotes a sonnet of Menghino Mezzani, 
who as intimate friend and disciple of 
Dante was able to question the poet di- 
rectly on the meaning of some of the 
obscure passages of the Divina Com- 
media. ow this Mezzani explicitly de- 
clared that Dante in the famous Veltro 
‘“‘had no precise person in mind, but 
simply referred to that unknown one 
who would one day free Italy.” 

This gives the last blow to Mr. Lind- 
ner’s castle of cards, and this explains 
why my illustrious friend, Lord Bryce, 
who is_certainly more au courant of 
recent Dantesque literature than is Mr. 
Lindner, did not contest my interpreta- 
tion of Dante’s verses. To my courteous 
and equanimous remarks, he replied 
with equal courtesy and equanimity by 
referring our debate to a truly great 
Italian, Giuseppe Mazzini, ardent apos- 
tle of the principles of nationality, for a 
decision. 

I did not then make any further re- 
ply in order to avoid prolonging a dis- 
cussion which at Williamstown would 
have become a eide issue, but now that 
Mr. Lindner has obliged me to return 
to the subject again, may I add that 
with absolute tranquillity I stand by the 
Ma pe Mazzini would give were -he 
ving? 

Mazzini in fact did not consider lan- 
guage only in determining nationality, 
but assigned an important place also to 
such geographical elements as mountain 
ranges and river systems. In an article, 
whose title is ‘‘ Politica Internazionale,”’ 
published in the paper Roma de] Popolo, 
one reads, ‘‘ Pantheists in politics deny 
the providential design laid down for 
each nation as indicated by geographical 
situation and as revealed by history.’’ 
In the ‘‘ Doveri,’’ Chapter V., ‘*‘ Doveri 
verso la Patria,'’ he says, ‘‘ the wicked 
Governments have ruined God’s pur- 

oses as they are clearly, at least for us 

n Europe, revealed by the course of the 
great rivers, by the location of the great 
mountain ranges and by other geograph- 
ical conditions,’’ and further on he adds, 
‘‘to you men born in Italy God has as- 
signed as a mark of special favor the 
best and most easily defined fatherland 
in Europe—God has encircled it with the 
sublimest and most unmistakable of 
boundaries—on one side the highest 
mountains in Europe, the Alps, on the 
other the sea.”’ It therefore may be in- 
ferred that according to Mazzini, the 
Italian frontier is not at the foot of the 
Alps but on their highest peaks. 

In the ‘‘ Archivio triennale delle cose 
d'Italia ’’ Mazzini writes: ‘‘ The Italian 
war cannot and must not céase as long 
as a single foreign banner waves on 
this side of the highest Alpine range 
(al di qua del cerchio superiore delle 
Alpi) from the mouth of the Varo to 
Fiume.”’ And in his ‘‘ Ordinamento del 
partito ’’ he says: ‘“‘In the south we 
have an Lvs | ————— seeking for 
unity, divid nto seven States; Rome 
{s occypied by_French arms; thousands 
of mercenary Swiss garrison the south- 
ern and central regions; Corsica has 
been torn from the mother country, and 
so has the Tyrol.”’ 

In all these passages Mazzini only 
repeats and confirms the idea already 
expreased by him in 1822 in the project 
the Carbonari framed of a republic of 
Ausonia, and which he submitted to the 
English Government and in which the 
Italian peninsula is described as extend- 
ing *‘‘ depuis la Mediterranée jusq’aux 
montagnes les plus elévées du Tyrol qui 
la separent au septentrion de la Baviére 
et de l’Autriche.’’ 

The debate between Lord Bryce and 
myself was pervaded by that cordiality 


which is derived from a long standing 
friendship. Mr. Lindner, notwithstand- 
ing the delay with which he reopens 
the controversy which both of us had 
considered definitely closed, brings into 
it a discordant note, namely, a violent 
protest for the alleged policy of oppres- 
sion carried on by the Italian Govern- 
ment with regard to the German ele- 
ments in the high Adige district. 

To contradict Mr. Lindner’s state- 
ments, which are as audacious and as 
far removed from the truth as could 
well be imagined, it would be sufficient 
to rehearse the opinion of the many 
foreigners of note who have recently 
visited the localities in question. The 


Olicy of the Italian Government is still 
nspired by those principles of impar- 
tiality, justice and freedom which were 
laid down by me as Minister for For- 
eign Affairs with the approval of the 
Italian* Parliament. It may be useful 
to quote from the minutes of the ses- 
sion of Sept. 27, my exact words in this 
regard, 1919, which constitutes a ver- 
itable outline of policy. 

‘* We wish the people of other nation- 
alities which have been united to us to 
known that we abhor any and every idea 
of oppression or of denationalization 
Esppemenes: that their language, 
nstitutions of learning will nave our 
esteem and respect; that their local rep- 
resentatives will enjoy all the rights 
sanctioned by our most democratic and 
liberal Constitution [Applause]; that the 
members of Parliament which they may 
elect will meet with a cordial reception 
in our House of Parliament, who will 
listen to them with deference when they 
speak in the name of the people they 
represent. [Hearty applause.] 

‘“* We wish to assure the people of the 
Adige district that they will never know 
the brutal militaristic régime based on 
oppression and the will of the few by 
which the Imperial Austrian Govern- 
ment ruled the Italians of Venezia 
Giulia. and Tridentina. [Applause.] 
We ask these people to grasp the hand 
which we extend toward them with 
brotherly sentiments. [Hear, hear. 

‘““From these same people and from 
their German brothers over the ‘border 
has come to us already the expression 
of sincere gratification for the cor- 
rect civil, orderly and humane con- 
duct of our soldiers, who have won the 
esteem and admiration of all. [Hearty 
applause.] The Italian soldier wherever 
he has been sent in this war beyond 
the borders of his country, either alone 
or in the company of _ allied troops, 
either in France or Russia, or Mace- 
donia, or Albania, or Asia Minor, or 
Palestine, has admirably upheld the 
prestige and the dignity of our country, 
and no propaganda has been nobler, 
more effective, more appropriate 
that performed by him in his simple 
and unaffected way.’’ [Prolonged ap- 
plause.] 

The Germans themselves, if we 
cept the extreme Pan-Germanic press, 
show infinitely more regard for the 
truth than does Mr. Lindner, and ren- 
der justice to Italy’s conduct toward 
the districts peopled by Germans. 
Among the many opinions of Germans 
which I might cite, 
those of five leading German papers— 
one of Munich, one of Vienna, 
Frankfurt, one of Czechoslovakia 
one of Zurich. 

The Miinchener Neueste Nachrichten 
of the 2ist of April, 1921, . says: 
**TItaly most ably tries to do all in its 
power to win the affections of its Ger- 
man inhabitants.’’ The Frankfurter 
Zeitung of May 4, 1921, says: ‘‘ So far 
the Italians have governed the newly 
acquired German province with great 
moderation, and have avoided every- 
thing that could wound the feelings of 
the Tyrolese.’”’ The Neue Freie Presse 
of the 7th of June, 1921, thus ex- 
resses itself: ‘‘One must recognize 
hat the lot of the Germans of the high 
Adige is infinitely better than that of 
the Germans either of Bohemia or of 
Southern Styria. The Italians desire to 
create a condition of things which will 
render possible in the future the co- 
existence of the two people. They 
do not intend to Itallanize the Germans, 
but have, on the contrary, shown their 
real desire to respect the ethnical char- 
acteristics and the rights of the peoples 
of different nationalities within their 
borders.”’

The Bratislauer Zeitung of Prague, | 


the German Nationailst paper, of Oct. 
12, 1921, thus writes: ‘‘ 1oever travels 
through the high Adige district and 
talks to the people—whether craftsman 
or peasant, State employe or day la- 
borer—hears but words of praise. for 
the impartial Italian administration. 
To none of the Southern ‘Tyrolese who 
are loyal in their attitude toward the 
present Government is denied the 
privilege of German sentiments and of 
expressing them publicly. Up to the 
present time the lItajian authorities 
have made no attempt to deprive the 
German subjects of their moral or 
material German _sheritage.”’ And, 
finally, the Neue Zurcher Zeitung of 
Oct. 13, 1921, says: 

“The Germans of the high Adige 
feared that Italy would have exercised 
the same rigid control over them that 
had been exercised by old Austria over 
non-German nationalities. However, 
notwithstanding the unlimited powers 
conferred first on the military and then 
on the civil authorities, these have never 
injured a hair of the head of any Ger- 
man. They have not interfered with 
local government, even when in some 
cases it made appropriations for the 
carrying on of Pan-Germanic propa- 
ganda. Individuals well known for their 
hostility toward Italy are left undis- 
turbed at the head of important towns. 
Italy has never denationalized a single 
French, German, Albanian or Slavic vil- 
lage within its borders. She assimilated 
them and hopes to do the same with the 
Germans of the Adige Valley, trusting 
that they may one day be so well off 
under Italian rule that they will ask for 
nothing better. The Pan-Germanic prop- 
aganda has thus been disappointed in 
{its hope of seeing a violent oppressive 
régime inaugurated, which would have 
admirably served its ends.’’ 

As I have begun this letter by quoting 
Dante, may I be allowed to close it by 
i the well known line: 

queste fia suggel ch’ ogni uomo 
sganni. 

(May this seal free each man from 
his error.)

THE PRICE OF STEEL 


Cincinnati, Nov. 9, 1921. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

John R. Dunlap, editor ef Industrial 
Management, sent you a letter which 
you printed last Sunday, in which he 
developed some highly original and truly 
remarkable economic suggestions. 

Mr. Dunlap takes the position that the 
United States Steel Corporation is the 
steel trade of the country, and he also 
wholly ignores and overloeks the vital 
fact that there are merchant producers 
of pig iron, in very large volume, who 
have nothing in the world to do with the 


steel business, but who make iron en- 
tirely for Ap me a to go into stoves, 
radiators, agricultural implements and 
castings of all kinds. 

Now, the steel corporation is the 
biggest frog in the puddle as to ateel. 
That is admitted, but it does not make, 
by any means, nearly all of the steel 
used in the country, and it does not 
make at all pig iron for the general 
melting trade of the country. 

It has been costing recently to make 
pig iron soméwhere between $22 and $28 
at Northern furnaces. The Southern 
furnaces are doing a little better, their 
cost of production ranging from $18 to 
$24, but less than one-sixth of the fur- 
naces of the country are now in blast 
and only the most favored furnaces, as 
to costs, are able to run. * * *& 

I hold no brief for the steel corpora- 
tion, much as I admire Judge Gary and 
esteem his hard business sense; but the 
pisvese history of the steel corporation 

as earned for it in the trade, the 
reputation of, being the maker of low 
prices. .The steel corporation consist- 
ently has made low prices and held 
prices down. It is very evident that its 
theory of doing business is to produce 
an immense volume, and, to sell this 
volume on a_  decéntly jow margin. 
There is no question that if lower- 
ing prices were possible and lower prices 
would promise an increase in business, 
the steel corporation would be 
leader in such a movement. The steel 
corporation can produce at a lower cost 
than any one else, or at least it has 
the facilities which should allow it to 
do this, and I have no doubt that when 


its costs permit it will make lower 


prices, 
The truth of the matter is that the 
fron and steel trade has not been liqul- 


dated, primarily because more than one- 
third of the cost of making iron, di- 
rectly or indirectly, consists of railroad 
freights, and railroad freights are still 
on a war-time basis. 

Mr. Dunlap’s reference to what Mr. 
Topping did in 1909 bears directly 
against his present argument, for if Mr. 
Topping could make history repeat itself 
and cut prices to the profit of his com- 
pany and for the general good, he prob- 
ably would have done so before this; but 
as long as it is costing Mr. Topping 
more to produce stuff than he can get 
for it, he is not liable to be anxious to 
make heavier losses. 

Of course, there is no one in the iron 
trade who does not desire an expansion 
of business. The iron trade this year 
has been ranging from 15 to 40 per cent. 
of capacity. The public obstinately re- 
fuses to buy on 100 per cent. basis be- 
cause it believes that prices are too high. 
The trade would be charmed to see all 
the mills and furnaces running full and 
running overtime, if it were possible, but 
the cost Sere has not yet been 
deflated and cannot be until wages and 
war-time freight rates are brought down 
to what might be called the demands of 
the new normal.

MEASURE OF THE UNIVERSE 
A Question of the Credit Among Astrono- 


mers for Correct Studies 


Mare Island, Cal., Nov. 29, 1921. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your valuable paper of ‘Nov. 20 I 
find an account of Dr. Harlow Shap- 
ley’s speculations on the climatic 
changes which might result from our 
sun passing through a nebula. Your ar- 
ticle mentions Dr, Shapley as ‘‘ meas-~- 
urer of the universe,’’ which Sir William 
Hirshel first correctly effected 125 years 
ago, and I confirmed and set right be- 
fore Shapley started his work at all, as 
shown by the following record. This 
record has been sent to a scientific jour- 
nal which has sinned against the truth 
of history, and I shall ‘be glad if you 
will let the facts be known to your 
readers also. 

In Science, Nov. 18, 1921, pp. 486-7, an 
account is given from the Harvard 
Alumni Bulletin of the career of our 
promising young astronomer, Dr. Har- 
low Shapley, the new director of the 
Harvard Observatory, and it is stated: 

‘‘His work has given a new percep- 
tion of the size of the stellar universe, 
and shown that it is at least a thou- 


sand times larger than it was thought to 
be before the distances of the clusters 
were measured.’’ And it is stated also 
that he went to Mount Wilson Observa- 
| tory, where the clusters were measured 
in 1914—which conforms to the dates of

On Oct. 29 the world learned the sen- 
sational news from Riga to the effect 
that the Russian Soviet Government had 
agreed to recognize the foreign debts of 
the Imperial Russian Government on the 
condition that Russia be given certain 
privileges making possible the practica- 
ble fulfillment of those obligations and 
that the Soviet Republic be recognized 
by the British, French, American, Ital- 
ian and Japanese Governments. 

Now, a little over a month since then, 
we are informed that addressing a meet- 
ing at Oxford, England, Leonid Krassin, 
the Bolshevist Minister of Commerce, 
stated in effect that the Governments 
of Europe and America had refused to 
recognize the Soviet Government, their 
refusal virtually amounting to a con- 
tinuation of the policy of intervention 
and blockade, making Russian relief 
impossible. The absence of a stable 
peace with the Entente Governments 
compelled Russia to maintain a con- 
siderable army in order to be ready at 
any moment to repel new attacks. 
This fact hindered the Russian people 
from properly devoting themselves to 
the cultivation of the land and-~ the 
production of raw materials. 

Such is the Bolshevist standpoint, ac- 
cording to which the five Entente 
|powers are at least partly responsible 
for the famine and poverty of Russia. 
But the great and grave question is, 


Can great powers with impunity 
recognize the Soviet Government of 
Moscow? 

Most certainly they cannot, for the 
Bolshevist doctrines as taught and prac- 
ticed during the last four years are 
diametrically opposite to those on which 
is based the social, economical and po- 
litical order of the rest of the world. 
The Bolsheviki preached communism. 
They have confiscated all private prop- 
erty, be it money, land, mills or fac- 
torles, in favor of the State, that is de 
jure, while de facto it was in favor of 
the small dominating group of self- 
|made and irresponsible rulers.. The 
world stands for individual property. 
The Bolsheviki declared the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat and extermina- 
tion of all other classes. The world 
stands for the rights of all classes 
freely evolved during past centuries. 
The Bolsheviki threatened to — 
about downfall and destruction of al 
so-called capitalist States. Neverthe- 
less, these States stand like a rock, 
while the Bolshevist State crumbles 
down as if built of cardboards. Hence, 
we hear of the Bolshevist half-hearted 











SELF-SUPPORTING HOSPITALS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The interview with Dr. J. Bayard 
Clark which appeared in last Sunday’s 
| T1MEs, in which he dealt with the need 
of a hospital which should be self-sup- 
porting and yet available to the man of 
moderate income and the feasibility of 
organizing such an institution, interested 
me very greatly. 

That the provision for the hospital care 
for those of slender means who can 
afford to pay a reasonable charge is 
inadequate is only too frequently and 


painfully brought to the attention of the] in 


conscientious physician who realizes that 
his patient’s welfare demands the facili- 
ties of a well-equipped hospital. 
and again it has fallen to my lot to use 
all my powers of persuasion to induce 


a patient to enter the general wards of 
a hospital when a private room in the 
institution could not be secured. In the 
ward, the patient paid only a portion of 
his actual cost to the institution and no 
fee to the medical attendant and con- 
sultants. The feeling of dependence on 
charity thus engendered was revolting 
to him, and it was only by forcibly pre- 
senting the vital importance of hospital 
facilities that his prejudice could be 
overcome. 

The cost of necessary laboratory work, 
such as chemical, bacteriological and 
X-ray examinations, when done in the 
private home is almost prohibitive to the 
man of slender means; some of it can- 
not be procured at any price. In a hos- 
pital the volume of work and the time 
saved by having the patient and the 
laboratories in the same building means 
a very considerable reduction in the ex- 
pense of the individual examination. The 
same may be said of consultations. 
With the patients all under one roof 
and with the apparatus at hand which 
facilitates a thorough examination, the 
expert can give special advice to several 
patients with less expenditure of time 


| than would be required to make a visit 


to one patient in his own home. 

The best modern medicine is elaborate 
and correspondingly expensive. It is 
only through such a scheme as has been 
so ably championed by Dr. Clark that 
these aids to diagnosis and treatment 
can be placed at the disposal of those 
of moderate incomes without making 
them the objects of charity.

SEEING THE WEST FIRST. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was much impressed with Mr. Steed’s 
recommendation to the Canadian Club 
that visitors to the United States ought 
to be compelled to enter through Canada, 
or land at San Francisco, in order that 
they might really see what the United 
States is like. As a rule, visitors from 
other countries land in New York, and 


often see only that city, whereupon they 
return home and write their impressions 
of the United States. As a matter of 
course, New York City is not the Uni- 
ted States, neither is it representative 
of the United States. New York City 
is @ foreign city—at best a‘*cosmopoli- 
tan city—and in a day or a week or 
@ month in that city one will see three 
or four foreigners to one American. 
The same may be said of Boston. 

In a trip on the Pacific Coast within 
a year, the writer was amazed to find 
only Americans, counting on his fingers 
the foreigners he saw in any of the 
large cities, like Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Seattle. The Jap- 
anese, of whom we hear so much, are 
usually farmers, and so were not in evi- 
dence in the cities, outside the markets. 
The South, as is well known, has the 
purest English stock in this country. 
the presence of the negro in possession 
of the labor market keeping immigrants 
out. The Middle West, while possessing 
more foreigners than either the South 
or the Pacific Coast, has nevertheless 
such a preponderance of Americans as 
to make the foreign population seem 
negligible, except in certain spots. 

Then, in order to see the United 
States, and to know what its people and 
its culture are like, visitors should see 
those parts. of America where such 
things are to be found! a.

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BULLFIGHTS IN MEXICO 


By K. L. SMITH. 


EFORH I went to Mexico I heard | 
that bullfighting was dying out, | 
that public sentiment was| 
against it and that a bill had | 
been introduced fn thé Chamber | 

of Deputies advising the prohibition of | 
bullfights in the Federal District of | 
Mexico. Such endeavors ought to be | 
applauded, but the real facts are that | 
the Federal District of Mexico is but ea | 
small portion of the country, much like 
our District of Columbia, and while bull- 
fighting might be prohibited in that sec- 
tion--which is the most advanced in 
Mexico—there would be nothing to pre- 
vent bullfights from belng held in other 
Aistricts, many of them in the remote 
mountaincus portions of the country, 
and there are many in that vast coun- 
try so isolated from the outside world 
that it will teke a hundred years to 
change their customs. However, bull- | 
fighting is not on the wane anywhere ih | 
Mexico. Monterey, which is far enough | 
north to feel the influence of the United | 
States, has recently built an immense 
ring, while Mexico City has an expen- 
give and permanent amphitheatre only a | 
short distance from Chapultepec Castle. | 

While builrings were built of wood! 
they assumed a sort of provisional as- | 
pect, and those who were opposed to the 
game could call them a 
feature of Mexican life, but huge am- 
phitheatres of iron’ construction suggest | 
that it will be a hard task to get rid 
of bullfights even in Mexico City, which 
prides itself upon being the American | 
Paris. Nothing but an overwhelming 
public sentiment can suppress the bull- 
fight, and this must come from the mlid- | 
dle class, which in Mexico is in the ma- 
jority. The higher class do object, but 
even they occasionally attend, answer- 
ing any criticism by pointing out that 
the United States 
fights. 

In fact, bullfighting in Mexico, as ¢n| 
Bpain, dies hard. Bulls are raised es- | 
pecially for the fights on haciendas 
whose owners are famous for providing 
magnificent and high-spirited spect- 
mens, and with about a hundred re- 
ligious and national holidays a year, the | 
average Mexican feels that he needs en- 
tertaining. Railways running into Mex- | 
ico City sell excursion tickets for sixty- 
cone special holidays a year, besides 
fifty-two Sundays, on any one of which | 
a bullfight is de rigueur. Certaintly, the | 
Mexican is no despiser of sports. He 
has horse races, football, golf, polo, ten- 
mis and, best of all—next to bullfights— 
pelota (the that in Havana is 
called jai-alai), a sort of indoor tennis | 
and lacrosse combined, on which thou- | 
sands of dollars are Wagered in a few 
moments. 

As in all Catholic countries, Sunday 
afternoon is considered a legitimate oc- 
ecasion for sports, and the Winter | 
Sunday afternoons are particularly | 
fortunate for bullfights, for at that sea- | 
gon ofthe year the famous matadors of 
Spain cross to Mexico, receiving from 
$1,000 to $2,000 for a_ single per- | 
formance.

PRESENT STATUS OF 
EXCHANGE ON EUROPE 


Camparison of Last Week’s Ad- 
vancing Rates With 1920 
and Wartime. 


In Saturday’s foreign exchange mar- 
ket sterling at $4.10% sold at the high- 
est since Nov. 15, 1919. At 19 1-3 cents 
the Swiss franc stood at the highest since 
June 2, 
crown was highest since Oct. 28, 1919; 
at 14% cents the Spanish peseta was 
highest since Oct. 15, 1920. Only Swiss 
exchange, however, has yet reached 
parity in American “money. Even at 
last week's high prices, sterling ex- 
change was still 14% per cent. below 
parity, Swedish at a discount of 10%, 
Spanish at a discount of 25%. 

These present discounts from par can- 
not, however, be properly understood 
without showing what the previous de- 
preciation had been. In February, 1920, 
the pound sterling sold at $3.18, a de- 
preciation of 34% per cent.; the Swedish 
crown at 161-3 cents, a depreciation of 
'39 per cent. In November of 1920 the 
French franc at 5% cents was depreciated 
70 per cent. ; the Swiss franc at 15 cents, 
221-3 per cent.; the Spanish peseta at 
11% cents, 38% per cent. 

What makes the whole comparison 
more curious is that in July and August 
of 1918 Swiss, Swedish and Spanish ex- 


change all sold at a: high premium in 
terms of the American dollar, the New 
York price of the Swiss france going to 
2514 cents, of the Swedish, crown to 36 
cents, and of the Spanish peseta to 2714 
cents.

| State Supervision of Labor Unions 
Advocated by Realty Board. 

The Real Estate Board of New York 
j}issueqd the following statement yester- 
day in relation to the labor union aitua- 
tion in New York City:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—A warning 
to Cabinet officers that they must not 
criticise.Congress was issued this after- 
‘noon on the floor of the House by Repre- 
gentative Mondell of Wyoming, the 
kepublican floor leader. 

The caution was applicable to the 
Secretary of War, inasmuch as it was 
about. Mr. .Weeks’s name that the incl- 
dent centred, although Mr. Mondell did 
not specify the Secretary. In a short 
speech following some remarks by 
Representative Luce of Massachusetts, 
Mr. Mohdell remarked that it was the 
general practice for members of the 
House and Senate to refrain from criti- 
cising either body, and also for members 
of Congress not to criticise the exec- 
utive officers of the Government as a 
usual thing. ‘Therefore, he said, mem- 
bers of the advisory branches of the 
Government having dealings with Con- 
gress should not criticise it. 

In ending his brief speech Mr. Mondell 
reiterated his recent assertions to the 
effect that the record of the special 
session of Congress compared favorably 


with that of any in his twenty-five 
Years perience in the House, if it did 
not surpass it. 

It was kepresentative Tincher , of 
Kansas who started the discussion that 
led up to thé Mondell warning. Yester- 
day Mr. Tincher, who is generally re- 
garded as a very independent member 
of the now famous “‘ agricultural bloc, 
made a speech criticising the Secretary 
of War for his speech in New York 
urging more party regularity in Con- 
gress. This speech of Mr. Weeks, by 
the way, followed by only two days the 
Presidential message at ‘the opening of 
Congress, when Mr. Harding emphasized 
the same idea. 

This afternoon Representative Luce of 
Massachusetts said that yesterday Mr. 
Tincher tried to make it appear that 
the “New England bloc’’ was re- 
sponsible to an extent for the misdeeds 
of the special session. Mr. Luce in- 
dignantly denied that there was ary 
‘* New England bloc.’’ for he said that 
Republicans outside of the New England 
States joined with certain New England- 
ers in voting for rates in the tariff bill 
which were not popular with the coun- 
try at large. ‘‘ With what prospects do 
we approach the uext election?’ he 
asked. 

This caused an uproar of laughter 
among the Democrats, but it did not 
dismay Mr. Luce, who kept on with his 
remarks, charging that it was the votes 
of the agricultural bloc that had cast 
ciseredit upon the Republican forces. 

“But,” he said, ‘‘ we are unable to 
explain to the country that this class 
group acted against the remMonstrance 
of, the regular leaders. Is it right that 
the gentleman from Kansas shall speak 
here and assail the motives of a Cabinet 
meinber who followed the President of 
the United States in asking for more 
party solidarity?” 
~ Mr. Luce said that Mr. Tincher had 
assailed the motives of Secretary Weeks 
by stating that the Secretary’s attitude 
toward Congress might have been dif- 
ferent if the enproprietions of his de- 
partment had not been materially re- 
juced.

— Another 
equity suit, similar to that of the 
Countess; Johanna Bernstorff, wife of 
the former German Ambassador to the 
United’ States, who won back property 
valued at more than &1.900000 from 
the Alien Property . Custodian on the 
ground that the property was of Ameri- 
ean origin, has beer filed in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court. 

The. claimants are Frank George, 
Ernst ‘Herrman, Robert Rochud, Man- 
drup zu Lynar.’ the Count Georg Felix 
Moritz’ Wilhelm Alexander zu Lynar 
and the Countess Jane Georgiana Zopie 
Margareta Isahella zu Lynar, children 
of the late Princess Amelia zu Lynar, 
who died at Lindenau, Germany, on 
Oct. 8, 1920. 

Princess Amelia, who left real estate, 
cash, stocks and bonds valued at about 
$750 000 to her c.iluren, was the daugh- 
ter of George M. Parsons, a lawyer of 
Columbus, Ohio., and a former member 
of the State Lerislature. She was born 
in Columbus, the petition states, in 1853. 
She married Prince Alexander Ernst zu 
Lynar at Columbus on May 16, 187], 
and later took up her residence on the 
Prince’s estate In Germany. All of the 
property involved. the petition declares. 
s of strictly American origin, descend- 
ing from the father of the Princess. 
Some of,the real estate is adjacent. to 
the State Capitol at Columbus. The 
suit is-filed on behalf of Lawrence R.

Detectives, Posing as Buyers, Trap 


Two Men and Woman—Mor- 
phine Came From Spain. 


Two men and a woman were arrested 
by detectives in the office of Dr. Carl- 
ton Simon, Deputy. Police Commissioner 
in charge of the drug division, after 
they had brought to the detectives, who 
were posing as buyers, morphine that

uncharitable. It is therefore desired 
that after the regular substitute lists 
have been exhausted Postmasters em- 
ploy those without work or source of in- 
eeme, provided they are competent and 
trustworthy.”’

UNION BROKE FAITH 


Cloak Association, Answering 
Injunction. Petition, Makes 
Charges Against Workers. 


BLAMES THEM FOR BREACH 


Declares Agreement Was Termi- 
nated by Unions In 1920—De- 
nies Conspiracy Charge. 


Counsel for the Cloak, Suit and Skirt 
Protective Association 
yesterday filed an answer to the injunc- 
tion petition of the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union. <A _ general 
denial was entered to the conspiracy 
charges and the answer charged the 
union with being guilty of an ‘‘ abso- 
lute breach of the conditions’’ of the 
agreement in question, made May 25, 
1919, 

Louls Lustig, Chairman, and other of- 
ficers of the association, In affidavits 
declared tha the agreement, which the 
union alleges was repudiated by the 
manufacturers, was terminated on Oct. 
9, 1920, when he said the ‘‘ union broke 
its contract’’ by refusing to call off a 
strike, 

The union is charged by Mr. Lustig 
with instigating shop strikes in vola- 
tion of a clause in the agreement pro- 


viding that there shall be no strikes or 
lockouts, which, he said, ‘‘ caused the 
oss of thousanus and thousands of dol- 
lays to our manufacturers.” 

The afridavit of mr. Lustig charged 
that the workers had “ soldiered on the 
job’ and had failed ‘‘to do sufficient 
amount of work to repay the emyloyer 
for the amount paid to such workers ’”’ 
after the original agreement was signed 
in May 1919 providing a minimum wage. 

‘“Their (workers’) efficiency decreased 


to such an extent,’’ he declared, ‘‘ that |. 


the price of garments arose so that it 
was almost impossible to do business in 
the markets of this country, and the 
public refused to buy our products. 
The strikes thereupon began, and were 
instigated to obtain increases of wages 
over and above the extremely large 
amount that had heretofore been paid, 
and when such increases was granted 
because of the strike and the loss of 
thousands and thousands of dollars to 
our manufacturers, the workers returned 
to work.”’ 

After charging the union with strike 
violations and failing to call off a strike 
in October, 1920, Mr. Lustig in his affi- 
davit said: ‘‘I therefore allege that on 
the 9th day of October, 1920, all ma- 
chinery for the adjustment of disputes 
ceased. Many members of the associa- 
tion openly employed non-union mem- 
bers and in the entire industry thtre was 
no. function between the union and the 
association. Indeed, both sides recog- 
ome that the agreement was at an 
end.”’ 

In concluding his affidavit, Mr. Lus- 
tig said: ‘‘I expressly deny that the 
members of our association have entered 
into any conspiracy unlawful or lawful 
to cause anybody any damage or injury 
whatsoever. 

senjamin Schlesinger, President of the 
union, in a statement last night said 
that 110 shops, employing 2,300 work- 
ers, settled with the union during the 
Jast week. making altogether a total of 
over 16,000 workers’ returned to work in 
480 settled shops since the strike was 
called four weeks ago. 


WANTS TESTS FOR INDIANS. 


Commissioner Burke Would With- 
hold Lands Until They Prove Ability. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Commission- 
er Burke of the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs announced today in his annual re- 
port that he had found it unwise to con- 
tinue the recognition of Indians of one- 
half or less Indian blood as competent 
without further proof. 

Nearly a million acres of land, the 
Commissioner stated, were allotted to 
Indians during the year ended last June 


50, and 1.7¢0 patents in fee were issued 
to competent Indians. Mr. Burke said 
it would be the purpose of the Bureau 
under his administration so far as pos- 
sible to test the applicant for a patent 
in fee by actual accomplishments on his 
land or in some occupation before grant- 
ing full title to his property. 

The Commissioner announced a re- 
vision of the course of study for In- 
dian schools; enlarged supervision by 
a corps of experienced school men, and 
a program of co-operation calculated 
not on!y to strengthen the Government 
day and boarding schools, but to ex- 
tend largely the attendance of Indian 
children in. the public schools. 

The report showed greatly reduced ap- 
propriations for suppression of the liquor 
traffic among the Indians, consequent 
upon the passage of national prohibi- 
tory measures, but said much work still 
was necessary, chiefly against boot- 
leggers and moonshiners. 

Much credit was given by the Com- 
missioner to the labors of the Christian 
missionaries, who now number more 
than 600 throughout the Indian coun- 
try. He added that their work was a 
most fortunate ald to Federal admin- 
istrat’on.

OTTO H. KAHN AS A BOY 
FELT LIKE A PLUTOCRAT 


Tells School Art League of First 
Visit to Opera When Rich 
Host Fell Asleep. — 


Otto H. Kahn, who is the Treasurer 
of the School Art League, but who said 
he had so little to da, with its work 
that he was impersonal ‘in praising it, 
told an interesting story about the one 
time in his life when he felt that he was 
a plutocrat at the eleventh annual 
luncheon of the league at the Hotel Mc- 
Alpin yesterday. 

“I -hate the arrogance of wealth,’’ 
said Mr. Kahn. “I hate the man who 
has a feeling of superiority over others 
because he is richer than they. But 
there was one time in my life when I 
felt like a plutocrat, and while I have 
been a fairly successful man, I never 
felt so rich as I did that day when I 
was 18 years old and was taken to the 
opera to hear ‘Tristan and Isolde.’ It 
Kave me something that lasted me al- 
ways, but the feeling of plutocracy came 
from my sense of superiority over my 
companion. I was taken to the opera 
by my boss, who was a rich man among 
the rich men of the place, but instead 
of listening to the beautiful music he 
immediately fell asleep, and even snored. 
My youthful. scorn for that contempti- 
ble creature at my side can only be 
imagined. 

“it we only give to American art the 
absouute purpose and effort that we give 
to material things,’’ he continued, “ we 
wiil astonish the world. The country is 
young, and it is full of talent lying 
around waiting to be guided. If you 
take art to the people you will bring the 
people to art. Give the young people 
something that will mean perpetual 
riches.” 

“The trouble with art in this country,” 
said William M. Ivins Jr., curator of the 
department of prints of the Metropoiitan 
Museum of Art, “is that people don’t 
look at it; they go to a shop and get a 
pook and read about it. If they uon’t 
see, it in a book it isn’t so. If they do 
see it, it is. Art needs no explanation: 
it only needs looking at.” 

Jane Peterson said that getting an 
appreciation of art was only ‘‘ tne con- 
tinued mental exercise of making a 
chuice. Mkiveryone in every walk in life 
has the possibility of doing this, MThe 
woman who continually makes a more 
and more satisfactory choice in matters 
of dress is taking steps forward in the 
understanding of art.’
